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INTRODUCTION. 


Incident  to  the  war  and  the  unusual  existing  con- 
ditions during  the  year  this  Board  and  the  Department  of  Health 
have,  as  has  every  one  else,  been  called  upon  to  promote  and  fur- 
ther many  activities.  In  the  interest  of  the  public  health  and  in 
co-operation  with  federal  health  agencies  these  movements  have 
been  supported  as  extensively  as  the  capacity  of  the  department 
would  permit. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  protection  of  the  health  of  the 
present  and  anticipated  soldiers  demanded  much  attention.  The 
Government  early  recognized  the  fact  that  only  healthy  men 
could  make  a  fit  fighting  unit,  and  the  health  of  the  industrial 
army  remaining  at  home  was  of  no  less  importance.  In  the  latter 
tive  to  matters  of  sanitation  and  hygiene.  The  Board  has  no 
months  the  pandemic  of  influenza  swept  the  state,  taking  a  toll  of 
thousands  of  lives  and  temporarily  increasing  the  death  rate  by 
nearly  100  per  cent.  During  the  emergency  urgent  appeals  were 
received  from  a  number  of  communities  in  various  parts 
of  the  State  for  medical  and  nursing  assistance.  Such  ap- 
peals were  necessarily  referred  to  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service,  which  in  all  instances  responded  promptly.  The  result 
of  this  contagion  serves  as  an  example  of  the  inadequacies  of  our 
present  public  health  system. 

Preparation  is  now  being  made  for  participating  in  many  of 
the  problems  of  reconstruction,  the  necessity  for  which  is  revealed 
from  statistics  secured  by  the  Government  during  the  conduct  of 
the  war.  It  is  evident  that  the  individual  states  must  undertake 
various  lines  of  public  health  work,  which  heretofore  have  not 
been  undertaken  in  this  state. 

The  anticipated  public  health  work  is  a  necessity,  not  only 
from  a  humanitarian  but  from  a  commercial  standpoint.  It  is  a 
problem  of  dollars  and  cents,  as  every  business  man  will  realize 
that  the  loss  of  time  by  an  employee  from  an  unnecessary  illness 
is  a  loss  to  his  interests,  and  at  the  same  time  a  proportionately 
far  greater  loss  to  the  individual.  Most  of  our  common  diseases 
are  preventable,  and  it  is  just  another  way  of  expressing  the  fact 
that  good  health  is  a  purchasable  commodity. 
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The  duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  at  present  con- 
fined to  a  limited  supervision  over  the  health  and  sanitary  inter- 
ests of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  the  registration  of  all  practition- 
ers of  medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery  in  the  State,  the  registra- 
tion of  all  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the  State,  and  incident 
to  the  public  health,  a  bacteriological  laboratory  is  conducted  for 
free  diagnosis. 

Health  and  Sanitation.  The  Missouri  statutes  endow  the 
State  Board  of  Health  with  power,  which  is  simply  advisory,  rela- 
tive to  matters  of  sanitation  and  hygiene.  The  Board  has  no 
power  to  put  into  force  any  rules  it  might  promulgate  relative  to 
sanitary  affairs  or  to  the  control  of  contagious  or  infectious  dis- 
eases in  any  specific  political  division  of  the  state.  However,  the 
Board  is  empowered  in  the  event  of  a  malignant  or  a  communica- 
ble disease  existing  in  a  district  of  the  State  to  quarantine  that 
district  against  other  portions  of  the  State  and  to  prevent  the  resi- 
dents of  the  uninfected  sections  of  the  State  from  going  into  such 
infected  sections. 

While  this  power  offers  protection  to  the  uninfected  sections, 
it  offers  no  protection  to  those  within  the  jurisdiction  of  districts 
where  infectious  diseases  are  existing.  Such  protection  as  the  resi- 
dents of  these  sections  are  afforded  is  that  granted  them  by  local 
health  regulations. 

Missouri  has  a  statute,  mandatory  in  character,  whereby  the 
county  court,  with  one  physician  whom  they  shall  select,  consti- 
tutes a  County  Board  of  Health,  the  county  being  the  unit  of  juris- 
diction. It  is  found,  however,  that  in  some  counties  of  the  State, 
county  courts  have  failed  to  comply  with  this  statute,  and  the 
people  are  wholly  without  protection  against  communicable  dis- 
eases. They  are  also  thereby  denied  the  privilege  and  protection 
of  a  health-administering  body,  relative  to  all  hygienic  and  sani- 
tary conditions  of  such  counties. 

Communications  from  interested  people  come  into  this  office 
daily  wherein  complaint  is  m.ade  of  the  existence  of  a  contagion 
or  an  insanitary  condition  existing  in  a  given  county  or  commun- 
ity, with  the  statement  that  no  protection  is  afforded,  in  that  no 
county  board  of  health  exists,  or  in  many  instances  such  boards 
of  health  do  exist,  but  fail  to  exercise  their  power  or  perform  their 
functions. 

Because  of  these  conditions  which  are  so  irremediable  under 
our  rather  primitive  laws,  we  are  asking  the  legislature  to  enact 
laws  sufficiently  applicable  that  the  people  of  every  community 
may  be  afforded  secure  protection  against  all  infectious  and  com- 
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municable  diseases.  This  protection  can  only  be  satisfactorily 
accomplished  by  statute,  doing  away  with  the  absolute  independ- 
ence of  the  village,  city  and  county  health  officer. 

We  would  have  the  selection  of  the  local  health  officer  made 
through  the  official  channels  of  the  unit  of  jurisdiction.  However, 
we  wish  to  urge  the  necessity  of  local  health  officers  being  placed 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  the  extent 
that  the  State  Board  may  direct  and  control  local  health  affairs 
where  local  authorities  fail  to  adequately  do  so. 

Satisfactory  regulation  can  only  be  accomplished  by  a  corre- 
lation of  all  those  empowered  to  enforce  health  rules  and  statutory 
law.  v.  ^ 

The  value  of  the  work  in  promoting  public  health  and  re- 
moving insanitary  conditions  cannot  be  overestimated  and  much 
of  the  best  work  of  a  properly  conducted  health  department  does 
not  and  cannot  appear  in  a  report.  We  are  living  in  an  age  of  pre- 
ventive m.edicine  rather  than  curative  and  it  is  definitely  demon- 
strated that  it  is  better  to  prevent  than  to  cure  evils,  but  the  pub- 
lic is  apt  to  overlook  the  evils  which  are  averted  and  consequent- 
ly never  happen. 

The  most  efficient  work  in  fighting  an  epidemic  is  not  to  be 
compared  with  the  elTort  which  entirely  prevents  one.  Yet  the 
former  will  make  a  m.uch  greater  impression  upon  the  public. 

Bureau  of  Medical  Registration.  The  licensing  of  practition- 
ers of  medicine  and  surgery  and  midwifery,  while  not  being  a 
public  health  problem.,  has  since  the  enforcem.ent  of  the  statute 
requiring  registration,  been  a  part  of  the  duties  of  this  Board  and 
apparently  in  past  years  has  been  looked  upon  by  many  as  the 
more  important  duty.  This,  however,  is  an  important  function 
by  which  the  citizens  are  protected  against  the  practice  of 
incompetent  practitioners. 

The  number  of  students  in  m.edical  colleges  has  been  de- 
creasing in  recent  years.  Likewise  the  number  of  applicants  for 
licensure.  During  the  year  applications  for  licenses  to  practice 
medicine  and  surgery  numbered  two  hundred  and  twenty-two, 
and  to  practice  midwifery,  six. 

A  comprehensive  system  of  records  is  kept  by  which  a  com- 
plete history  to  the  date  of  registration  and  a  means  of  identifi- 
cation of  each  licentiate  is  available.  While  the  records  show  that 
19,548  State  licenses  to  practice  m.edicine  and  surgery  have  been 
issued,  there  are  no  m.eans  of  determining  how  many  of  this  num- 
ber are  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  within  the  State.     To  re- 
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quire  an  annual  registration  would  be  a  most  valuable  aid  in  pub- 
lic health  work.  It  would  enable  the  department  to  keep  in- 
formed of  the  location  of  each  active  practitioner,  and  would 
serve  as  a  protection  to  the  licentiate  and  assist  in  dispelling  dis- 
reputable practitioners. 

There  is  no  requirement  for  a  license  to  practice  midwifery- 
other  than  that  the  applicant  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one and  shall  pass  an  examination  in  obstetrics.  The  weak- 
ness of  the  statute  is  apparent,  since  a  brief  written  examination 
may  be  easily  passed  even  though  the  practical  application  which 
is  necessary  to  save  lives  be  entirely  lacking.  As  a  measure  of 
safety  no  applicant  should  be  received  unless  a  graduate  of  a  rec- 
ognized school  of  midwifery. 

Vital  Statistics.  Since  February  1,  1910,  this  division  has 
been  in  operation  for  the  collection  of  birth  and  death  statistics. 
In  normal  times  there  is  received  each  year  approximately  72,000 
of  the  former  and  43,000  of  the  latter,  all  of  which  are  compiled 
in  tabiilated  form  and  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Statistician  in 
the  following  pages. 

The  State  was  originally  divided  into  1,076  Registration  Dis- 
tricts, for  each  of  which  is  appointed  a  local  registrar.  When  pos- 
sible a  physician  was  appointed  to  these  positions.  During  the 
'course  of  the  war  fully  half  of  these  registrars  resigned  which  ma- 
terially affected  the  organization. 

The  local  registrar  is  responsible  for  forwarding  to  this  office 
a  certificate  for  each  birth  and  death  occurring  in  his  district,  on 
the  tenth  of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  they  occurred. 
The  certificates  are  inspected,  tabulated,  filed  and  bound  as  per- 
m.anent  records.  Previous  annual  reports  have  shown  only  in- 
complete reports  for  the  next  preceding  year.  This  volume  will 
include  complete  reports  for  the  years  1917  and  1918.  The  sys- 
tem of  tabulation  has  been  materially  changed.  It  is  much  m.ore 
intricate  than  that  used  in  the  past  but  is  of  far  more  value  in 
analyzing  the  true  index  of  health  conditions  in  the  state.  The 
increased  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  recent  epidemic  of 
influenza  has  delayed  completion  of  the  tabulation  for  1918. 

Because  of  insufficient  appropriations  m.uch  of  the  binding 
of  certificates  and  the  indexing  of  six  years  remains  incomplete. 
Inasm.uch  as  these  are  matters  of  permanent  record,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  this  work  be  done  as  early  as  possible.  Besides,  it  m.eans 
the  saving  of  much  time  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  employees 
in  searching  the  records  when  certified  copies  of  certificates  are 
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called  for.    During  the  year  2,501  such  requests  were  received  and 
certified  copies  issued. 

The  term  "Vital  Statistics"  as  defined  is  the  highly  important 
collection  and  classification  of  facts  relating  to  the  condition  of 
the  people  in  the  State. 

In  order  to  complete  the  statistics  of  value,  it  is  desired  to 
have  included  in  this  division  records  of  all  marriages,  divorces, 
and  adoptions  of  children  occurring  within  the  State.  This  will 
make  all  such  records  available  at  one  place,  will  be  of  value  in 
legal  controversies,  will  assist  in  establishing  the  right  of  inher- 
itance, collecting  of  insurance  and  pensions,  in  establishing  family 
relations,  and  will  be  valuable  in  public  health  work. 

A  bill  requesting  such  addition  to  the  duties  of  this  division 
as  shown  on  page  14  is  being  presented  for  the  consideration  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

Laboratory.  The  object  of  the  bacteriological  laboratory 
is,  broadly,  to  conserve  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  State.  It 
has  been  operated  with  the  minimum  amount  of  assistance  and 
expense,  and  only  routine  examinations  as  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying tables  could  be  undertaken.  There  is  a  great  demand 
for  additional  analyses  for  which  there  is  now  no  provision  or 
equipment  and  many  of  these  are  of  great  importance  in  assisting 
to  establish  a  diagnosis.  The  value  of  the  work  of  this  division 
is  probably  more  apparent  to  the  public  than  that  of  any  other 
division.  By  all  means  the  laboratory  work  should  be  extended 
and  without  such  improvements  the  intent  of  the  legislation  being 
presented  to  the  General  Assem.bly  if  passed  could  not  be  carried 
out. 

The  question  of  venereal  diseases  has  proven  to  be  a  menace 
to  the  race,  and  is  a  problem  now  occupying  much  attention  from 
the  public,  legislation  for  their  suppression  and  control  is  being 
advanced  and  it  is  taken  up  in  this  report  from  the  public  health 
standpoint.  In  our  annual  reports  for  several  years  it  has  been 
urged  that  laboratory  facilities  be  provided  for  the  diagnosis  and 
determination  of  a  cure  from  these  diseases  which  are  today  re- 
sponsible for  the  presence  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
inmates  in  our  state  hospitals  and  which  annually  contribute  to 
the  cause  of  several  thousand  deaths  in  the  State.

RELATING  TO  LAWS  GOVERNING  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

An  act  to  repeal  sections  6653,  6654,  6655,  6656,  6662  and 
6663  of  an  act  entitled  "Laws  governing  public  health,"  as  it  ap- 
pears in  chapter  53,  article  I,  Revised  Statutes  1909,  and  to  en- 
act new  sections  in  lieu  thereof,  to  be  known  as  sections  6653, 
6653a,  6653b,  6654,  6655,  6655a,  6656,  6656a,  6662  and  6663  of 
said  act. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  That  sections  6653,  6654,  6655,  6656,  6662  and 
6663  of  an  act  entitled  "Laws  governing  public  health,"  as  it  ap- 
pears in  chapter  53,  article  I,  Revised  Statutes  1909,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  new  sections  to  be  known  as  sec- 
tions 6653,  6653a,  6653b,  6654,  6655,  6655a,  6656,  6656a,  6662 
and  6663  of  said  act,  are  hereby  enacted  in  lieu  thereof,  as  follows: 
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Section  6653.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  board. — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  health  to  safeguard  the  health  of 
the  people  in  the  state,  counties,  cities,  villages,  and  towns.  It 
shall  make  a  study  of  the  causes  and  prevention  of  diseases  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  will  prevent  the  entrance  of  infectious,  contagious,  com.- 
m.unicable  or  dangerous  diseases  into  the  state.  It  may  send  rep- 
resentatives to  public  health  conferences  when  deemed  advisable 
and  the  expenses  of  such  representatives  shall  be  paid  by  thestate 
as  provided  in  this  act  for  the  expenses  of  the  members  of  the 
state  board  of  health. 

Section  6653a.  Designate  diseases ;  rules  and  regulations. — 
The  board  shall  designate  those  diseases  which  are  infectious, 
contagious,  com.m.unicable  or  dangerous  in  their  nature  and  shall 
make  and  enforce  adequate  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  those  diseases  and  to  determine  the  preva- 
lence of  said  diseases  within  the  state. 

Section  6653b.  Establish  subdivisions. — In  addition  to  the 
divisions  of  vital  statistics  and  laboratories  already  established, 
the  board  shall  establish  the  following  divisions:  Preventable  dis- 
eases, including  tuberculosis,  child  hygiene,  venereal  diseases;  and 
other  divisions  as  it  may  deem  necessary  from,  time  to  tim.e.  The 
board  shall  form.ulate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  con- 
duct of  these  divisions. 

Section  6654.  Commissioner  of  health. — A  commissioner 
of  health  m.ay  be  selected  -by  the  board  who  shall  be  a  physician 
skilled  in  sanitary  science,-  andexperienced  in  public  health  ad- 
ministration. It  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  board  and  he  shall  submit  to  the  state  board  of 
health  an  annual  report  with  his  recommendations. 

Section  6655.  Deputy  state  commissioners  of  health  for 
counties  and  cities. — At  the  first  regular  term,  of  court  in  each 
county  in  the  state  after  this  act  becom.es  effective  and  at  the  reg- 
ular February  term,  of  court  in  1922  and  at  the  regular  February 
term  of  the  county  court  every  third  year  thereafter,  the  court 
shall  select  and  endorse  to  the  state  board  of  health 
a  reputable  physician  for  appointm.ent  by  the  board  as  a  deputy 
state  com.m.issioner  of  health  for  that  county,  and  if  such  phy- 
sician is  approved  by  the  state  board  of  health  he  shall  be  ap- 
pointed deputy  state  com.m.issioner  of  health  for  that  county 
for  a  term,  of  three  years.  In  event  that  such  selection  and 
endorsem.ent  is  not  approved  by  the  state  board  of  health,  the 
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court  shall  make  additional  selections  and  endorsero.ents  for 
that  appointment.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  deputy 
state  commissioner  of  health  of  a  county,  the  county  court 
shall  at  its  next  regular  term  of  court  select  and  endorse  a  repu- 
table physician  for  the  unexpired  term,  as  above  provided, 
and  if  such  physician  is  approved  b^^  the  state  board  of  health 
he  shall  be  appointed  deputy  state  com.m.issioner  of  health  for 
that  county  for  the  unexpired  term..  In  event  that  such  selec- 
tion and  endorsement  is  not  approved  by  the  state  board  of 
health,  the  court  shall  m.ake  additional  selections  and  endorse- 
ments for  the  appointment.  If  such  selection  and  endorsem.ent 
be  not  m_ade  at  the  February  term,  of  the  county  court,  or  at 
the  next  term_  following  a  vacancy,  the  state  board  of  health 
shall  appoint  a  deputy  state  com.m.issioner  of  health  for  that 
county  who  shall  serve  until  the  court  selects  and  endorses 
a  physician  for  appointm.ent.  A  county  court  upon  select- 
ing a  physician  to  be  recom.m.ended  to  the  state  board  of  health 
for  appointment  as  deputy  state  health  com.m.issioner,  shall 
confer  with  such  physician  and  agree  with  him.  as  to  his  com- 
pensation and  expenses  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as 
deputy  state  health  commissioner  of  that  county  and  such 
com.pensation  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  to  him  out  of  the 
county  treasury  of  that  county.  If  it  becomes  necessary  for 
the  state  board  of  health  to  appoint  a  deputy  state  health  com.- 
mJssioner  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  a  county  court  to  select 
and  endorse  a  physician,  whose  selection  and  endorsement 
is  approved  by  the  state  board  of  health,  the  state  board  of 
health  shall  fix  a  reasonable  com.pensation  for  such  deputy 
state  health  com.m.issioner,  and  shall  designate  what  shall  be 
his  reasonable  expenses,  which  com.pensation  and  expenses 
shall  be  paid  to  said  deputy  state  health  com.mJssioner  out  of 
the  county  treasury  of  the  county  of  which  he  is  deputy  state 
health  com.m.issioneT.  In  incorporated  cities  whose  popula- 
tion is  now,  or  m.ay  hereafter  be  less  than  75,000,  which  m.ain- 
tain  a  health  department  and  m.eet  the  requirements  established 
by  the  state  board  of  health,  the  health  officer  of  such  incor- 
porated city  shall  be  appointed  by  the  state  board  of  health  as 
a  deputy  state  health  comm.issioner  for  that  city,  and  said  health 
officer  shall  be  com.pensated  for  his  services  in  the  manner 
now  provided,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  the  charter  or  ordinance 
of  that  city. 
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Section  6655a.  Duties  and  jurisdiction  of  deputy  state 
commissioner  of  health;  penalty  for  violation. — II  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  deputy  state  commissioners  of  health  for  the  counties 
to  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board  of  health 
throughout  their  respective  counties  outside  of  incorporated 
cities  which  maintain  a  health  officer  who  has  been  appointed 
a  deputy  state  commissioner  of  health  as  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion 6655.  The  deputy  state  commissioners  of  health  for  in- 
corporated cities  of  less  than  75,000  population  shall  enforce 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board  of  health  within 
their  respective  cities.  Any  deputy  state  com.m.issioner  of 
health  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform,  his  duties  as  required 
by  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  m.ore 
than  fifty  dollars.  In  case  of  dereliction  of  duty  or  refusal  to 
act  on  the  part  of  the  deputy  state  com.m.issioner  of  health 
of  any  county,  the  state  board  of  health  may  at  their  discre- 
tion declare  the  office  of  deputy  state  com.missioner  of  health 
for  that  county  vacant. 

Section  6656.  Rules  and  regulations  prescribed  to  super- 
sede.— All  rules  and  regulations  authorized  and  made  by  the 
state  board  of  health  in  accordance  with  this  act  shall  supersede 
as  to  those  m.atters  to  which  this  act  relates,  all  local  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations,  and  shall  be  observed  throughout 
the  state  and  enforced  by  all  local  and  state  health  authorities. 
Nothing  herein  shall  limit  the  right  of  local  authorities  to  m.ake 
such  further  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  state  board 
of  health  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  particular  locality 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  local  authorities. 

Section  6656a.  Cities  having  a  population  of  75,000  or 
over  excepted. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  cities  which 
now  have,  or  m_ay  hereafter  have,  a  population  of  75,000  or 
over  who  are  maintaining  organized  health  departments,  pro- 
vided that  such  cities  shall  furnish  the  state  board  of  health 
reports  of  contagious,  infectious,  com.m.unicable  or  dangerous 
diseases,  which  have  been  designated  by  them,  as  such,  and 
such  other  statistical  information  as  the  board  may  require. 

Section  6662.  Penalty  for  violation. — Any  person  or  persons 
violating,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  obey  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  or  procedures  made 
by  the  state  board  of  health  in  accordance  with  this  act,  or 
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who  shall  leave  any  pest-house,  or  isolation  hospital,  or  quaran- 
tined house  or  place  without  the  consent  of  the  health  officer 
having  jurisdiction,  or  who  evades  or  breaks  quarantine  or 
knowingly  conceals  a  case  of  contagious,  infectious,  or  comm.uni- 
cable  disease,  or  who  rem.oves,  destroys,  obstructs  from,  view, 
or  tears  down  any  quarantine  card,  cloth  or  notice  posted 
by  the  attending  physician  or  by  the  health  officer,  or  by  di- 
rection of  a  proper  health  officer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
m.eanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
or  to  im.prisonm.ent  in  the  county  jail,  not  to  exceed  ninety  days, 
or  to  both  such  fine  and  im.prisonm.ent. 

Section  6663.  Former  acts  repealed. — All  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Venereal  diseases  early  in  the  war  were  recognized  by  the 
Federal  authorities  as  decreasing  the  efficiency  of  the  Army. 
This  with  information  of  the  am.azing  num.ber  of  individuals 
afflicted  in  civil  life  caused  them  to  openly  face  the  question  as 
one  of  national  welfare.  Consequently,  all  possible  precau- 
tions were  at  once  taken  by  the  Arm.y,  Navy  and  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  to  protect  the  soldiers  and  sailors  from 
such  diseases,  and  a  vigorous  cam.paign  has  been  instituted  for 
the  protection  and  relief  of  civilian  population. 

Every  state  in  the  union  excepting  three  has  assumed  active 
cooperation  and  are  now  receiving  Federal  assistance,  in- 
cluding financial  aid,  in  accordance  with  a  m.easure  enacted 
in  1918  by  Congress  and  known  as  the  Kahn-Chamberlain  Act, 
by  which  each  state  would  share  in  proportion  to  her  popula- 
tion in  a  $2,500,000.00  appropriation,  provided  that  the  health 
supervising  body  of  that  state  was  operating  under  and  enforcing 
certain  public  health  statutes.  No  other  restrictions  were  placed 
upon  the  state  for  the  present  Federal  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1919.  Thereafter  a  state  appropriation  of  equal  amount  to 
the  state's  allotment  is  required,  which  annual  allotment  to 
this  state  is  $35,808.00. 

The  state  of  Missouri  not  having  the  necessary  statutes 
is  neither  able  to  properly  protect  the  public  health  nor  to 
receive  her  rightful  proportion  of  the  above  mentioned  Federal 
appropriation. 

To  secure  the  present  year's  allotm.ent,  it  is  asked  that  the 
following  m.easure  prepared  by  the  United  States  Interdepart- 
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menial  Board  be  passed  with  an  emergency  clause  making  it 
effective  as  soon  as  possible. 

An  act  relating  to  venereal  diseases,  to  require  the  report- 
ing of  cases  thereof,  to  penalize  those  who  expose  others  to  in- 
fection, to  authorize  the  examination,  treatment  and  isolation  or 
quarantine  of  persons  infected  therewith,  to  give  the  health 
authorities  certain  power  over  jails  and  prisons  in  connection 
therewith,  to  authorize  the  State  Board  to  promulgate  rules 
and  regulations  relating  thereto  and  to  declare  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  rules  or  regula- 
tions prescribed  thereunder,  with  an  em.ergency  clause. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of   Missouri: 

Section  1.  That  syphilis,  gonorrhea  and  chancroid  herein- 
after designated  as  venereal  diseases  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
contagious,  infectious,  communicable  and  dangerous  to  the 
public  health.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  anyone  infected  with 
these  diseases  or  any  of  them  to  expose  another  to  infection. 

Section  2.  Any  physician  or  other  person  who  makes  a 
diagnosis  in  or  treats  a  case  of  venereal  disease,  and  any  super- 
intendent or  manager  of  a  hospital,  dispensary,  or  charitable 
or  penal  institution  in  which  there  is  a  case  of  venereal  disease, 
shall  make  a  report  of  such  case  to  the  health  authorities  ac- 
cording to  such  form,  and  m.anner  as  the  State  Board  of  Health 
shall  direct. 

Section  3.  State,  county  and  municipal  health  officers,  or 
their  authorized  deputies,  within  their  respective  jurisdictions 
are  hereby  directed  and  empowered,  when  in  their  judgm.ent 
it  is  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health,  to  m.ake  examina- 
tions of  persons  reasonably  suspected  of  being  infected  with 
venereal  disease,  and  to  detain  such  persons  until  the  results 
of  such  examinations  are  known,  to  require  persons  infected 
with  venereal  disease  to  report  for  treatment  to  a  reputable 
physician  and  continue  treatment  until  cured  or  to  submit  to 
treatment  provided  at  public  expense  until  cured,  and  also, 
when  in  their  judgm.ent  it  is  necessary  to  protect  the  public 
health,  to  isolate  or  quarantine  persons  infected  with  ven- 
ereal disease.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  local  and  state  health 
officers  to  cooperate  with  the  proper  officials  whose  duty  it  is 
to  enforce  laws  directed  against  prostitution,  to  investigate 
sources  of  infection,  and  otherwise  to  use  every  proper  m.eans 
for  the  repression  of  prostitution.

Section  4.  All  persons  who  shall  be. confined  or  imprisoned 
in  any  state,  county  or  city  prison  in  the  State  shall  be  ex- 
amined for  and,  if  infected,  treated  for  venereal  disease  by  the 
health  authorities  or  their  deputies.  The  prison  authorities 
of  any  state,  county,  or  city  prison  are  directed  to  m.ake  avail- 
able to  the  health  authorities  such  portion  of  any  state,  county, 
or  city  prison  as  m.ay  be  necessary  for  a  clinic  or  hospital  wherein 
all  persons  who  m.ay  be  confined  or  imprisoned  in  any  such  prison 
and  who  are  infected  with  venereal  disease,  and  all  such  persons 
who  are  suffering  with  venereal  disease  at  the  tim.e  of  the  ex- 
piration of  their  term.s  of  imprisonment,  and,  in  case  no  other 
suitable  place  for  isolation  or  quarantine  is  available,  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  isolated  or  quarantined  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  3,  shall  be  isolated  and  treated  at  public  expense  until 
cured,  or,  in  lieu  of  such  isolation  any  of  such  persons  m.ay, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  be  required  to  report 
for  treatment  to  a  licensed  physician,  or  subm.it  to  treatm.ent 
provided  at  public  expense  as  provided  in  Section  3.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  ser- 
vice of  any  sentence  imposed  by  a  court  as  a  punishment  for  the 
com.m.ission  of  crim.e. 

Section  5.  The  State  Board  of  Health  is  hereby  empowered 
and  directed  to  m.ake  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  in  its 
judgm.ent  be  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  including  rules  and  regulations  providing  for  the 
control  and'treatment  of  persons  isolated  or  quarantined  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  3,  and  such  other  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  in  conflict  with  provisions  of  this  Act,  concerning 
the  control  of  venereal  diseases,  and  concerning  the  care,  treat- 
ment and  quarantine  of  persons  infected  therewith,  as  it  may 
from,  tim.e  to  time  deem,  advisable.  All  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions so  m.ade  shall  be  of  force  and  binding  upon  all  county  and 
municipal  health  officers  and  other  persons  affected  by  this 
Act,  and  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law. 

Section  6.  Any  person  who  .-hall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  or  any  lawful  rule  or  regulation  made  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  pursuant  to  the  authority  herein  granted, 
or  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  obey  any  lawful  order  issued  by 
any  state,  county,  or  m.unicipal  health  officer,  pursuant  to 
the  authority  granted  in  this  Act,  shall  be  deem.ed  guilty  of  a 
misdem.eanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
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SI, 000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  a  year  or  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  7.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  This  act  being  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  public  health,  an  emergency  is  created  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  and  therefore,  this  act  shall 
be  in  full  force  and  efTect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

An  act  giving  to  the  state  board  of  health  power  to  require 
the  analysis  of  waters  furnished  and  sold  to  the  public,  and  to  pro- 
vide rules  and  regulations  for  said  analysis  and  for  the  collec- 
tion of  samples  of  water  and  to  provide  funds  to  cover  the  cost 
involved  and  to  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  said  rules 
and  regulations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Board  of  health  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
to  insure  quality. — The  state  board  of  health  shall  make  and 
publish  in  the  official  bulletin  of  that  board,  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  maintenance  of  a  safe  quality  of  water  dispensed 
to  the  public  and  for  the  collection  of  samples  and  analysis  of 
water  either  natural  or  treated  furnished  by  municipalities, 
corporations,  companies,  or  individuals  to  the  public  and  shall 
fix  the  fees  for  any  service  rendered  under  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  cover  the  cost  of  the  services. 

Section  2.  Analysis,  fees. — The  analysis  of  all  waters  re- 
quired in  the  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made  at  the  state 
board  of  health  laboratory  at  Jefferson  City,  Missouri.  The 
fees  collected  by  the  state  board  of  health,  under  this  act  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  state  treasurer,  who  shall  place  them 
in  the  state  board  of  health  laboratory  maintenance  fund  and  as 
much  as  is  necessary  of  this  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  division 
of  the  state  board  of  health  to  be  known  as  the  division  of 
water  and  sewage,  and  the  state  auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant 
for  claims  against  this  fund  after  such  claims  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health,  provided, 
however,  that  this  fund  shall  not  be  expended  until  after  due 
appropriation. 

Section  3.  Information  to  be  furnished;  approval  of  sup- 
plies.— On   or   before   January    1,    1920,    every   municipal    cor- 
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poration,  private  corporation,  company  or  individual  supplying 
or  authorized  to  supply  water  to  the  public  within  the  state 
shall  file  with  the  state  board  of  health  a  certified  copy  of  the 
plans  and  surveys  of  the  waterworks  with  a  description  of  the 
method  of  purification  and  of  the  source  from  which  the  supply 
of  water  is  derived,  and  no  additional  source  of  supply  shall 
thereafter  be  used  without  a  written  permit  of  approval  from 
the  state  board  of  health,  and  no  new  supplies  shall  be  estab- 
lished or  dispensed  to  the  public  without  first  obtaining  such 
written  permit  of  approval.  Whenever  an  investigation  of 
any  water  supply,  plant,  or  methods  used  shall  be  undertaken 
by  the  state  board  of  health,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  munici- 
pality, corporation,  company,  institution  or  person  having 
in  charge  the  water  supply  under  investigation  to  furnish  on 
demand  to  the  state  board  of  health  such  information  as  that 
body  considers  necessary  to  determine  the  sanitary  quality  of 
the  water  being  dispensed.  Approval  of  new  water  supplies 
for  municipalities  m.ust  necessarily  involve  consideration  of 
sewage  provisions  for  safety  to  the  public  health. 

Section  4.  Cities  of  75,000  population  or  over  excepted. — 
Provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities  which  now  have 
or  may  hereafter  have  a  population  of  75,000  at  the  last  federal 
census  enumeration,  in  which  the  city  water  supply  of  said  city 
is  supervised  or  such  supervision  is  acceptable  to  the  city's  health 
departm.ent. 

Section  5.  Penalty  for  non-compliance. — That  every  cor- 
poration, railway,  com.m.on  carrier,  company  or  individual 
that  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
state  board  of  health  under  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  nor  m.ore  than  five  hundred  dollars.

An  act  to  register  marriages,  divorces,  adoptions  of  children 
and  the  m.anner  of  reporting  the  sarn.e  to  the  state  board  of 
health,  collections  of  a  recording  fee  for  m.arriages,  certified 
copies  of  records,  and  the  punishment  prescribed  for  violation 
of  this  act. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  State  Board  of  Health  to  record  marriages,  di- 
vorces and  adoptions  of  children. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  of  health  to  have  charge  of  the  state  system  of 
registration  of  m.arriages,  divorces,  and  adoptions  of  children, 
and  to  prepare  the  necessary  methods,  forms  and  blanks  for 
obtaining  and  preserving  such  records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful 
registration  of  the  sam.e  in  its  bureau  of  vital  statistics  at  the 
capitol  of  the  state.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  be  charged 
with  the  uniform  and  thorough  enforcement  of  the  law  through- 
out the  state,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  promulgate  any  addi- 
tional form  and  amendments  that  may  be  necessary  for  this 
purpose. 

Section  2.  Marriages,  whose  duty  to  record,  reports,  re- 
cording fee,  disposition  of  fees. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
county  recorder  or  officer  within  the  state  whose  duty  it  is  to 
issue  and  record  m.arriage  licenses,  before  a  marriage  license  is 
issuable  .to  secure  from  the  applicant  for  said  license  informa- 
tion, and  to  make  a  complete  record  of  the  same  as  is  called 
for  upon  the  blank  certificates  prepared  by  the  state  board  of 
health  for  that  purpose.  The  complete  certificates  shall  be 
consecutively  numbered  and  he  shall  make  a  duplicate  copy  to 
be  retained  in  his  office.     The  original  certificate  together  with 
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all  such  original  certificates  made  during  the  month  shall  be 
forwarded  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  the  succeeding  month 
to  the  state  board  of  health  at  Jefferson  City,  Missouri.  A 
recording  fee  of  two  dollars  shall  be  collected  by  the  issuing 
officer  from  each  applicant  to  whom  a  license  is  issued.  The 
total  of  such  marriage  recording  fees  collected  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  same  for  the  preceding  month  shall  be  for- 
warded by  the  collecting  officer  between  the  1st  and  10th  of 
each  month  to  the  state  treasurer  at  the  capitol  of  the  state, 
which  amounts  when  received  by  the  state  treasurer  shall  be 
placed  in  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  vital  statistics 
fund,  and  said  fund  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics  and  the  state  department  of 
health,  and  the  state  auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the 
same  for  the  amounts  certified  to  him  by  the  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health.  Any  surplus  remaining  in  this  fund 
at  the  close  of  a  biennial  period  shall  revert  to  the  general  revenue 
fund. 

Section  3.  Divorces,  whose  duty  to  record;  reports. — It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  clerk  of  each  county  or  any  other 
officer  within  the  state  serving  in  that  capacity  to  a  court  of 
jurisdiction  with  authority  to  grant  divorces,  to  secure  from  the 
plaintiff  in  the  action  at  the  time  a  petition  for  divorce  is  filed, 
such  information  of  statistical  value  as  is  required  in  the  printed 
form  by  the  state  board  of  health  for  that  purpose.  Upon  the 
final  disposition  of  the  case  by  the  court  its  judgment  shall  be 
recorded  completing  the  record.  Such  certificates  thus  com- 
pleted, together  with  all  other  such  certificates  com.pleted  dur- 
ing the  month  shall,  between  the  first  and  tenth  day  of  the 
succeeding  month  be  transmitted  by  the  officer  whose  duty  it 
is  to  make  such  records  to  the  state  board  of  health  at  Jefferson 
City,  Missouri. 

Section  4.  Adoption  of  children,  whose  duty  to  record, 
reports. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  of  any  county  within 
the  state  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  a  record  of  the  legal  adoption 
of  a  child  or  children,  to  secure  from  the  adopting  party  or  parties 
such  information  as  is  of  statistical  value  and  as  is  required  in 
the  printed  form.s  prepared  by  the  state  board  of  health  for  that 
purpose.  Such  certificates  upon  being  completed  together  with 
all  other  such  certificates  com.pleted  during  the  m.onth,  shall  be 
transmitted  between  the  first  and  tenth  day  of  the  succeeding 
month  to  the  state  board  of  health  at  Jefferson  City,  Missouri. 
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Section  5.  Blank  forms  furnished,  disposition  of  certif- 
icates, indexes. — The  state  registrar  of  the  bureau  of  vital 
statistics  shall  prepare,  print  and  supply  all  blanks  and  forms 
used  in  registering,  recording  and  preserving  returns  or  in  other- 
wise carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  article;  and  shall  prepare 
and  issue  such  detailed  instructions  as  m.ay  be  required  to  secure 
the  uniform  observance  of  its  provisions  and  the  m.aintenance 
of  a  perfect  system  of  registration.  He  shall  further  arrange, 
bind  and  permanently  preserve  the  certificates  in  a  systematic 
manner  and  shall  prepare  and  print  annually  complete  and  sepa- 
rate indexes  of  the  various  certificates  received  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Section  6.  Certified  copies  of  records;  fees. — The  state  regis- 
trar of  vital  statistics,  shall  upon  request,  furnish  any  appli- 
cant a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  any  marriage,  divorce  or 
adoption  of  children  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  for  the  making  and  certification  of  which,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant,  and  any  such 
copy  of  the  record  of  a  marriage,  divorce  or  adoption  of  children 
when  properly  certified  by  the  state  registrar  of  vital  statistics 
to  be  a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  all 
courts  and  places,  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  And  the  state 
registrar  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct  account  of  all  fees  by  him 
received  under  these  provisions  and  turn  the  sam.e  over  to  the 
state  treasurer  to  be  placed  in  the  vital  statistics  fund  together 
with  receipts  for  recording  marriages  as  provided  for  in  section  2 
of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Penalties  for  violation. — Any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  or  who  shall 
willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any  duties  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  who  shall  furnish  false 
information  for  the  purpose  of  making  incorrect  certificates  of 
m.arriage,  divorce  or  adoption  of  children  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETINGS  OF  THE  MISSOURI  STATE 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH,  1918. 

Jefferson  City,  AIo.,  January  8,  1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  their  offices  in  the  Capitol 
at  nine  A.  M.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  b^^  the  President, 
all  members  being  present  except  Dr.  Wilcoxen. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

Reports  of  outstanding  committees  were  received. 

Drs.  Clark  and  Jones  reported  upon  the  case  of  Dr.  H.  C. 
Ross,  recommending  that  he  be  denied  a  license,  having  been 
unable  to  prove  that  he  is  a  possessor  of  a  diploma  from  a  recog- 
nized medical  college.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that 
Dr.  Ross  be  so  informed. 

The  committee  on  reciprocal  agreements,  Drs.  Hughes, 
Son  and  Jones,  reported  favorably  upon  the  proposed  agree- 
m.ent  and  suggestions  were  made  in  regard  to  the  same.  Upon 
motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  secure  the  opinion  of 
the  California  State  Board  and  the  Federation  of  Medical 
Boards  concerning  the  proposed  agreement,  the  matter  to  be 
taken  up  again  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  petition  of  Dr.  Wm.  Pierce  for  reinstatement  upon 
motion  was  continued  to  a  future  date. 

Dr.  Chas.  M.  Chapman  here  appeared  at  the  request  of 
the  Board.  After  being  sworn  Dr.  Chapman  denied  the  substance 
of  the  complaint  filed  against  him  and  made  a  few  statements 
concerning  his  actions  in  the  past.  In  executive  session  it  was 
voted  to  continue  the  case  to  a  future  meeting. 

A  request  from  the  National  Council  of  Defense  for  co- 
operation in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  was  presented. 
It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  we  assist  in  every  possible 
manner  along  the  lines  which  have  been  suggested. 

An  agreement  was  presented  by  H.  K.  Mulford  and  Com- 
pany whereby  diphtheria  antitoxin  would  be  furnished  to  the 
indigent  poor  of  the  State  through  the  local  Boards  of  Health  at  a 
reduced  price.  Upon  motion  the  Chair  appointed  a  Committee 
of  Drs.  Clark,  Hughes  and  Jones  to  consider  the  agreement  and 
report  at  the  next  meeting. 

A  petition  was  read  from  Dr.  J.  W.  Carr^^er  of  Columbia, 
Missouri,   for  restoration   of  his  license,   which   was  suspended

on  June  15,  1916  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.     Motion  was 
made,  seconded  and  carried  that  Dr.  Carryer  be  re-instated. 

A  motion  carried  instructing  the  secretary  to  secure  infor- 
mation concerning  the  Meharry  Medical  College,  graduates  from 
which  institution  have  shown  themselves  to  be  inferior  in  ex- 
aminations before  this  Board. 

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  AT  JOPLIN,  MO. 

January  8,  1918. 
To  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

At  your  instruction  I  visited  Joplin,  Missouri,  December  20th  and  21st, 
1917,  where  I  met  in  conference  with  representatives  of  the  Kansas  and  Okla- 
homa State  Board  of  Health  and  Surgeon  General  Lumsden  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service. 

The  conference  was  called  because  of  the  unusual  prevalence  of  communi- 
cable diseases  and  most  insanitary  conditions  which  exist  throughout  the  zinc 
and  lead  mining  district  which  embraces  Jasper  County,  Missouri,  Cherokee 
County,  Kansas  and  Ottawa  County,  Oklahoma.  To  obtain  the  best  results 
in  combating  the  present  conditions,  it  is  necessary  for  active  co-operation 
throughout  the  entire  district  making  it  an  interstate  problem,  which  Surgeon 
General  Lumsden  recognizes  and  his  advice  is  that  each  county  be  organized 
separately  for  a  public  health  campaign,  secure  all  possible  appropriations  from 
the  county  and  municipal  organizations  and  when  an  organization  is  perfected 
each  of  the  State  Boards  of  Health  should  request  the  assistance  of  the  Surgeon 
General,  whom  he  informed  us  would  lend  all  possible  assistance  in  the  way  of 
a  personnel  to  oversee  and  conduct  the  campaign. 

Again  on  January  3rd  and  4th  I  met  a  representative  body  of  citizens  of 
Joplin  and  Webb  City  and  with  the  County  Court  of  Jasper  county,  the  organ- 
ization was  started  and  we  hope  to  have  it  completed  by  January  15th. 

We  proposed  to  the  county  court  and  the  city  boards  of  health  that  they 
secure  smallpox  vaccine  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  through  the  department, 
of  Preventive  Medicine  would  furnish  sufficient  antityphoid  vaccine  to  vaccin- 
ate every  individual  who  desires  it,  free  of  charge.  The  proposition  was  gladly 
accepted  and  this  will  be  done  as  early  as  possible.

REPORT  OF  VISIT  TO  SIKESTON,  MO. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

At  the  instance  of  our  Secretary,  Dr.  Jones,  I  went  to  Sikeston  on  the  twen- 
ty-fourth day  of  May  to  assist  in  the  instituting  of  an  efficient  quarantine 
against  smallpox  at  that  place. 

After  reaching  point  of  destination,  I  communicated  by  phone  with  Dr. 
J.  E.  Malone,  mayor  of  the  city,  and  arranged  for  a  meeting  of  all  the  physi- 
cians, officials  and  editors  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.  at  the  city  hall. 

Much  to  the  credit  of  the  city  of  Sikeston,  this  call  was  met  by  a 
hearty  response,  as  all  of  the  physicians,  city  officials  and  editors  were 
present.  Unity  of  purpose  and  action  seemed  to  be  the  watchword  of  these 
gentlemen,  and  all  seemed  eager  to  devise  the  best  means  of  stamping  out,  as 
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quickly  as  possible,  a  contagion,  which,  if  not  controlled  would  prove  a  menace 
to  the  health  and  business  interest  of  the  city. 

We  were  told  that  there  were  about  41   cases  of   the  usual  mild  type. 
After  a  thorough  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  adopt  the  following  measures: 

1.  Vaccination  of  all  persons  willing  to  submit  to  this  immunizing 

measure. 

2.  Strict  quarantine  and  display  of  yellow  flag  at  every  house  where 

diseases  were  known  to  exist. 

3.  Closing  of  moving  picture  shows,  and  other  public  meetings. 

4.  Establishing  of  pesthouse  for  taking  care  of  those  where  house 

quarantine  would  be  impractical. 

5.  Thorough  fumigation  and  disinfection  before   releasing    anyone 

infected  with  the  disease. 
Three  days  after  my  return,  I  received  a  long-distance  phone  from  Dr. 
Malone  stating  the  disease  seemed  to  be  under  control,  and  he  felt  quite  sure 
that  within  a  short  time  the  contagion  would  be  completely  eradicated.

A  financial  report  of  the  Department  for  the  past  year 
was  presented  by  the  Secretary;  also  a  proposed  outline  for 
reorganization  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  with  suggestions 
for  necessary  legislation  to  accomplish  public  health  work. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  make  a  ruling  upon  the 
filing  of  delinquent  birth  reports  with  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics. 

The  Board  having  visited  the  Lemp  Breweries  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  at  their  request,  instructed  the  Secretary  to  write  a  let- 
ter to  that  institution  informing  them  that  at  their  inspection  their 
plant  throughout  was  found  to  be  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

The  application  of  Dr.  Opie  W.  Swope  for  reciprocal  license 
from  the  State  of  Maryland  was  denied.  His  requirements  do 
not  comply  with  the  law  of  this  state.

St.  Louis,  Missouri,  March  19,  1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  at  the  Jefferson  Hotel  to 
conduct  the  annual  March  examination,  which  was  written  by 
forty-six  applicants.  The  same  was  concluded  on  the  21st 
inst. 

St.  Louis,  Missouri,  March  21,  1918. 

A  business  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was 
held  in  the  committee  room  of  the  Jefferson  Hotel.  Order  was 
called  by  the  President,  Dr.  Ferguson.  Other  members  present 
were  Drs.  Clark,  Son,  Cotton  and  Jones. 

Upon  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  dispensed  with  until  the  next  meeting. 

Letters  were  read  in  behalf  of  Dr.  H.  C.  Ross,  and,  upon 
motion,  which  carried,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform

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Dr.  Ross  that  he  is  recognized  as  a  senior  student  of  the  St.  Louis 
University  Medical  School  at  the  present  time;  the  same  informa- 
tion to  be  given  Dr.  H.  W.  Loeb,  Dean  of  that  Institution. 

Motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Clark,  which  carried,  that  the 
license  of  Dr.  Wm.  Pierce,  which  has  for  the  past  two  years 
been  suspended,  be  restored  from  this  date. 

Upon  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  issue  a 
certified  statement  correcting  the  misspelled  name  in  the 
license  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Trumpour.  The  original  license  issued  in 
1901  reads  Dr.  R.  M.  Prumpour. 

Dr.  Cotton's  report  on  his  Springfield  visit  is  as  follows: 

Van  Buren,  Missouri,  February  4,  1918. 

To  the  President  and  Other  Members  of  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

Complying  with  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Geo.  H.  Jones,  I  went  to 
Springfield  to  investigate  the  reported  smallpox  epidemic  there.  After  con- 
sulting some  ten  or  twelve  representative  citizens  of  the  city,  many  of  them  prac- 
ticing physicians,  the  information  obtained  indicates  the  following: 

That  there  is  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  the  city  of  Springfield  and  also 
some  points  of  infection  in  Greene  county. 

That  quarantine  regulations  as  employed  are  not  eifeetive  in  stamping  out 
the  disease  promptly. 

That  perhaps  because  of  the  moderately  mild  character  of  the  disease  in 
many  patients  and  wishing  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  of  quarantine,  there  are 
those  who  do  not  call  a  physician  and  others  are  infected  before  the  Health  De- 
partment is  advised  of  the  situation. 

That  there  were  about  thirty  houses  under  quarantine  on  the  date  of  my 
visit  representing  some  sixty  to  one  hundred  patients,  some  being  added  and 
others  released  daily.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Health  Commissioner  the  situation 
is  improving. 

That  the  resident  quarantine  plan  is  used  rather  than  the  pesthouse 
method,  but  in  a  measure  both  are  in  use. 

That  the  Greene  County  Board  of  Health,  with  whom  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting,  assured  me  that  an  earnest  effort  will  be  made  to  control  the  epi- 
demic in  the  county. 

That  as  we  view  the  situation,  this  is  a  proposition  belonging  to  the  munici- 
pal government  of  Springfield,  and  while  this  Board  would  be  willing  to  assist 
in  any  possible  way  in  the  supression  of  the  epidemic,  yet  at  this  time  we  see 
nothing  requiring  action  from  this  source,  it  not  being  contemplated  that  the 
State  Board  should  interfere  with  municipal  affairs.

The  above  report,  upon  motion,  was  accepted,  and  the 
Secretary,  was  instructed  to  correspond  further  with  the  Spring- 
field health  officials,  requesting  that  all  possible  efforts  be  made 
to  eradicate  smallpox  in  that  city;  also  that  the  County  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Frisco  officials  be  written  concerning  the 
same. 
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The  Secretary  reported  that  letters  had  been  written  in 
behalf  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  all  members  of  Congress 
from  Missouri,  requesting  their  support  to  the  Owen-Dyer 
Bill  and  the  measures  requested  by  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service.  The  action  of  the  Secretary  in  the  matter  was 
approved. 

The  Secretary  presented  information  obtained  concerning 
present  conditions  in  the  Meharry  Medical  College.  No  action 
on  the  same  was  taken. 

A  request  was  presented  from  the  Chicago  Hospital  College 
of  Medicine  for  an  inspection  by  this  Board.  Correspondence 
from  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Medical  Registration  shows  that 
this  school  is  not  recognized  by  that  body.  The  Secretary 
was  therefore  instructed  to  inform  the  management  of  this  school 
that  upon  receipt  of  information  that  the  institution  is  rec- 
ognized by  the  Illinois  Board,  the  matter  of  recognition  will  be 
taken  up  by  this  body  at  once. 

Surgeon  L.  P.  Bahrenburg  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  here  appeared  requesting  all  possible  coopera- 
tion in  the  venereal  disease  problems,  as  it  is  being  made  a  war 
measure.  Suggestions  in  the  matter  were  gratefully  received. 
The  opinion  of  the  Board  is  that  the  present  laws  make  it  im- 
possible to  institute  the  desired  work,  but  the  needed  legislation 
for  this  and  other  public  health  work  will  be  presented  to  the 
next  legislature. 

Complaint  against  Dr.  Chas.  M.  Chapman  was  read  and 
the  Secretary  instructed  to  secure  the  information  that  definite 
evidence  would  be  secured  and  presented  which  included  acts 
by  Dr.  Chapman  subsequent  to  his  appearance  before  this 
Board  January  8,  1918,  before  issuing  a  summons.  Also,  that 
they  be  encouraged  to  make  complaint  to  their  County  Prose- 
cutor. 

Motion  carried  that  requests  for  examination  be  granted 
Dr.  F.  B.  Fuson  of  Springfield,  Dr.  R.  L.  Fogle  of  Otterville 
and  Dr.  H.  H.  Hebling  of  St.  Louis,  the  same  to  be  conducted 
by  Drs.  Cotton,  Ferguson  and  Son. 

Motion  carried  that  Dr.  C.  L.  Dodson  of  Moberly  and  Dr. 
E.  Toalson  of  Willmathsville  be  instructed  to  appear  at  the 
next  meeting  of  this  Board  for  examination. 

By  vote  of  the  Board  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ac- 
cept the  credentials  and  application  of  Dr.  Walter  Kelly,  who 
had  written  the  examination  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 
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The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  observe  strictly  the  rules 
adopted  by  the  Board  in  accepting  applications  for  examina- 
tions. 

Mr.  Gerry,  representative  of  Mulford  and  Company,  pre- 
sented further  information  concerning  the  proposed  agreement 
to  distribute  diphtheria  antitoxin  in  this  State  under  the  State 
Board  of  Health  label.  The  matter  was  deferred  until  the  next 
meeting. 

The  date  of  the  next  examination  was  set  for  June  17th, 
18th  and  19th,  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  University  School  of 
Medicine. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  the  offices  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  JefTerson  City,  on  April  15th,  unless 
notified  by  the  Secretary  of  an  earlier  date. 


Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  April  8,  1918. 

The  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  their  offices 
at  Jefferson  City,  April  8th.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  President,  Dr.  Ferguson.  Other  members  present  were 
Drs.  Clark,  Son,  Wilcoxen  and  Jones. 

Minutes  of  the  meetings  on  January  8th  and  March  19th- 
21st  were  read  and  approved. 

A  form  of  stated  requirement  which  should  be  used  by 
applicants  for  a  certificate  to  replace  lost  or  destroyed  State 
license  was  approved  by  vote  of  the  Board.  The  same  re- 
quires the  applicant  to  make  personal  affidavit  setting  forth 
the  fact  that  he  was  the  legal  possessor  of  a  Missouri  State  license 
to  practice  medicine  and  surgery,  giving  the  date  of  issuance, 
his  age  at  that  time,  and  under  what  conditions  the  same  was 
issued,  whether  by  examination  or  upon  diploma  and  the  school 
of  graduation  with  date  of  same;  also  stating  how,  when  and 
where  said  license  was  lost  or  destroyed.  This  to  be  supported 
by  affidavits  from  two  practicing  physicians,  setting  forth  his 
moral  and  ethical  character  and  stating  that  he  has  been  a 
legalized  practitioner  in  this  state.  This  should  be  accompanied 
by  a  recent  photograph,  3x4,  together  with  the  required  fee  of 
five  dollars. 

A  request  for  an  oral  examination  in  midwifery  by  Mrs. 
R.  J.  Wenzel  of  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  was  denied. 

The  Board  was  informed  that  a  request  would  be  made 
shortly  by  the  Surgeon  General  that  medical    schools    give  a 
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continuous  course,  thereby  completing  four  years'  work  in  three 
years.  This  Board  has  in  force  a  former  ruling  that  the  period 
of  study  must  be  taken  in  four  separate  calendar  years.  Upon 
motion,  which  carried,  the  Board  decided  to  dispense  with  the 
former  ruling  upon  the  request  of  the  Surgeon  General,  for  the 
duration  of  the  war. 

The  proposal  of  Mulford  and  Company  for  furnishing 
products  under  the  State  Board  of  Health  label  was  again 
taken  up  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  consult  members 
of  the  State  Pharmacy  Board  in  regard  to  the  same,  final  action 
to  be  delayed  until  our  next  meeting. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  following  schools 
be  not  recognized  before  this  Board  from  this  date:

By  vote  of  the  Board,  the  College  of  Medical  -Evangelists 
of  Loma  Linda,  California,  is  placed  in  the  list  of  recognized 
schools. 

The  Ohio  State  University  of  Homeopathic  Medicine 
through  error  was  placed  in  the  unrecognized  class  in  the  minutes 
of  June  16,  1916.     By  vote  it  is  declared  an  accredited  school. 

The  form  of  reciprocal  agreement  which  had  been  sub- 
mitted for  approval,  upon  motion,  was  approved,  and  the  Secre- 
tary instructed  to  secure  signed  agreements  with  reciprocating 
states  to  complete  out  files. 

Upon  motion,  which  carried,  the  proposed  reciprocal  agree- 
ment with  the  State  of  Louisiana  was  adopted. 

Complaint  against  Dr.  Chas.  M.  Chapman,  by  vote  of  the 
Board,  was  delayed  until  the  next  meeting,  and  the  Secretary 
instructed  to  withhold  certificate  of  licensure  as  requested  by 
the  Doctor  until  after  that  date. 

The  Secretary's  books  were  audited  and  report  approved.

May  7,    1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  the  offices  at  Jefferson 
City,  Missouri,  on  the  morning  of  May  7th.  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Ferguson.  Other  members 
present  were  Drs.  Clark,  Cotton,  Son  and  Jones. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  proposed  agreement  from  Mulford  and  Company  for 
the  distribution  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  was  discussed  but  no 
action  taken  further  than  instructing  the  Secretary  to  secure 
information  concerning  other  biologic  products. 

The  proposed  plan  of  co-operation  by  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  for  the  suppression  of  venereal  diseases  in 
this  state  was  presented.  After  some  discussion  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  request  the  representative  of  that  department. 
Major  Bahrenburg  of  St.  Louis,  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the 
members  of  this  Board  at  this  office  the  following  day. 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Kansas  State  Board 
of  Medical  Registration  was  read,  indicating  that  the  reciprocal 
relations  after  March  22nd  last  is  limited  only  to  those  licensed 
by  examination.  The  decision  of  this  Board  is  to  consider  appli- 
cants coming  from  Kansas  in  a  like  manner. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Senator  Michael  Kinney  of  St. 
Louis  in  which  he  encouraged  the  Board  to  promote  legislation 
for  the  care  of  tuberculous  citizens  and  assuring  the  Board 
of  his  support  in  proposed  legislation  along  that  line.  Sug- 
gestions were  well  received,  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to 
reply  to  the  Senator's  letters,  assuring  him  of  the  appreciation 
of  this  Board  for  his  interest  in  the  matter.

After  being  called  to  order  by  the  President,  there  ap- 
peared Mr.  John  M.  Dawson,  attorney  for  Dr.  J.  W.  Pechstein 
of  Kahoka,  Missouri,  by  whom  he  was  accompanied,  requesting 
that  Dr.  Pechstein,  whose  license  had  been  suspended,  be 
restored.  After  reading  a  petition  and  numerous  letters  in 
behalf  of  Dr.  Pechstein  the  Doctor  was  sworn  and  testimony 
was  taken  concerning  his  case.  The  Board  then  went  into 
executive  session,  after  which  the  Doctor  and  his  attorney 
were  informed  that  by  vote  of  the  Board  decision  in  the  case 
would  be  withheld  until  a  future  meeting. 


June    17,     1918. 

The  Board  of  Health  met  at  the  Medical  Department  of 
St.  Louis  University  to  conduct  an  examination.  The  members 
present  were  Drs.  Ferguson,  Son,  Wilcoxen,  North  and  Jones, 
Dr.  E.  P.  North  being  welcomed  as  a  new  member  of  the  Board. 

Ninety-four  applicants  wrote  the  medical  examination 
and  three  applicants  appeared  for  the  examination  in  mid- 
wifery. 

June   19,    1918. 

The  Board  of  Health  convened  in  executive  session  at 
the  Jefferson  Hotel  on  the  19th.  The  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Ferguson.  All  members  were 
present  except  Dr.  Clark. 

Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  May  7th  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  petition  for  re-instatement  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Pechstein, 
which  had  been  under  consideration,  by  vote  of  the  Board  was 
denied,  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  so  inform  him. 

The  petition  in  behalf  of  Dr.  J.  N.  Martin,  who  desires  a 
license  in  this  State  by  reciprocity,  was  presented  and,  upon 
motion,  which  carried,  the  same  was  granted. 

A  request  for  an  inspection  by  this  Board  with  the  view  of 
receiving  its  official  recognition  was  read  from  the  President 
of  the  Kansas  City  University  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
A  request  of  the  same  nature  was  presented  from  Dr.  D.  R. 
Alexander,  Secretary  of  the  Kansas  City  College  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery.  In  each  instance,  motion  was  made,  which  carried, 
that  the  Secretary  should  inform  the  officials  of  these  insti- 
tutions that  we  will  be  glad  to  make  the  requested  inspections. 
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The  dale  of  same  has  not  yet  been  determined.  However,  in 
order  to  make  such  inspection  as  is  proper  in  the  case,  it  must 
necessarily  be  made  during  the  oi^eration  of  the  institution  as  the 
teaching  conduct  of  the  school  is  considered  of  as  much  import- 
ance as  its  physical  equipment. 

The  following  report  of  the  committees  upon  their  visit 
to  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  upon  motion, 
was  accepted: 

April   12,   1918. 
To  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health. 
Gentlemen: 

As  was  decided  by  our  board  in  session  on  April  8th,  we  proceeded  to  St. 
Louis  on  April  11th  for  an  inspection  of  medical  colleges  in  that  city.  The 
first  \dsit  was  made  to  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  after 
which  it  was  decided  not  to  make  any  further  visits  at  this  time. 

The  St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  of  which  Dr.  Waldo 
Briggs  is  Dean,  is  located  at  Jefferson  Avenue  and  Gamble  Street.  The  build- 
ing occupied  by  this  school  has  sufficient  room  for  the  conduction  of  a  medical 
college.  Taking  the  same  up  in  detail,  we  found  on  the  first  floor  the  office  of 
the  registrar  and  the  library  which  consists  of  a  few  hundred  volumes  of  very 
old  books  on  medicine,  etc.  We  found  no  late  editions  upon  any  subjects  other 
than  a  few  medical  journals  on  file.  In  all,  the  place  appeared  to  have  received 
no  attention  whatever. 

The  dispensary  drugstore  appears  to  be  complete  for  the  needs  of  such  an 
institution.  On  this  floor  we  found  three  clinic  rooms;  one  eye  and  ear;  one 
surgical;  one  genito-urinary.  Also  a  room  with  a  seating  capacity  of  about 
twentj'-five  in  which  was  located  a  projectoscope.  The  same  was  found  to  be 
in  operating  condition.  On  this  floor  are  also  a  number  of  manikins  and  an- 
atomical charts. 

On  the  second  floor  is  a  large  amphitheatre  which  will  seat  between  three 
hundred  and  four  hundred,  which  also  contains  anatomical  charts.  The  phys- 
iological laboratory  contains  five  kymographs  with  quite  an  assortment  of 
smaller  instruments.  Arrangements  are  made  for  keeping  a  supply  of  frogs, 
etc.,  for  the  work  in  this  laboratory. 

The  chemistry  laboratory  is  arranged  to  accommodate  not  less  than  thirty 
students.  Equipment  found  here  was  very  small  and  in  an  exceedingly  bad 
condition.  Likewise,  that  found  in  the  private  chemical  laboratory.  Evi- 
dence was  such  that  in  our  opinion  with  such  equipment  it  is  impossible  to 
properly  teach  the  subject.     A  spectroscope  was  included  in  the  equipment. 

On  the  third  floor  we  found  a  large  dissecting  room  with  a  variety  of  ana- 
atomieal  drawings  on  canvas,  and  a  great  pile  of  old  bones  were  found  in  a  vat, 
but  practically  none  of  them  were  in  proper  condition  to  handle  for  studying. 

The  bacteriological  laboratory  contains  a  small  incubator,  one  small  hot 
air  sterilizer,  two  streaming  steam  sterilizers,  and  one  autoclave.  Seating  ac- 
commodations are  arranged  for  at  least  forty  students.  We  found  no  micro- 
scopes in  the  laboratory.  We  were  informed  by  the  Dean  that  the  same  were 
stored  away  for  the  summer,  but  that  their  supply  consisted  of  eleven  scopes, 
five  of  which  had  attached  oil  immersion  lenses.  From  the  appearance  of 
the  laboratory  one  could  not  say  that  there  had  been  any  work  done  in  months. 
Everything  was  disconnected  and  there  was  little  evidence  of  its  having  been 
in  use.  No  culture  media  and  very  few  test  tubes  or  anything  necessary  for 
cultural  work  was  found. 
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The  pathological  laboratory  contained  practically  nothing  for  work  in 
this  subject,  except  a  few  old  specimens  which  were  unlabeled.  No  evidence 
of  any  recent  work  was  shown.     No  microtome  was  found. 

We  were  informed  that  the  St.  Louis  Baptist  Hospital  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  beds  was  open  to  the  students  of  the  institution  and  that  the  Centenary 
Hospital  of  possibly  one  hundred  beds,  by  contract,  is  conducted  in  connection 
with  the  school.     This,  however,  is  about  a  mile  distant. 

The  clinic  is  said  to  receive  from  fifteen  to  forty  patients  daily  for  treat- 
ment throughout  the  year.  We  did  not  see  the  clinic  records,  but  no  particu- 
lar system  seemed  to  be  in  use. 

The  records  of  the  student  body  for  the  most  part  are  kept  in  the  office  of 
the  Dean  and  not  at  the  College.  From  what  we  were  informed,  the  same  must 
be  very  badly  kept. 

Upon  making  inquiry  at  the  school  upon  our  arrival,  we  were  informed  by 
some  of  the  student  body  that  the  final  examinations  had  been  completed  the 
week  before.  The  Dean  informed  us  that  they  would  be  finished  about  the 
fifteenth  of  April.  The  school  having  started  about  the  first  of  October  gives 
the  students,  provided  they  are  perfect  in  attendance,  approximately  eighty 
per  cent  of  the  full  eight-months  course.  Those  not  perfect  in  attendance 
would  not  receive  the  necessary  time  for  graduation  according  to  the  rules  of 
this  Board.  We  were  unable  to  secure  any  definite  information  as  to  the  class 
record  kept  upon  individual  attendance. 

We  were  informed  that  four  all  time  instructors  were  included  in  the  fac- 
ulty, the  same  being  Dr.  Burch,  Anatomy  and  Laboratory;  Dr.  Glasscock, 
Physiology;  Dr.  W.  W.  Lilly,  Chemistry;  Dr.  Woerner,  Bacteriology,  Histology 
and  Pathology. 

Summing  our  conclusions  from  inspection  it  is  apparent  that  the  eight- 
months  course  of  instruction  is  not  carried  out,  as  there  were  at  the  time  of  our 
visit  possibly  only  ten  or  twelve  students  present,  who  were  at  the  time  watch- 
ing the  remodeling  of  the  building,  which  was  undergoing  numerous  repairs. 
The  building  is  heated  by  stoves.  No  fires  were  found  anywhere  and  the  clinic 
rooms  were  cold  and  in  no  condition  for  the  reception  of  clinic  patients.  In  all, 
the  building  was  found  to  be  very  dirty  and  insanitary.  It  has  hardly  suf- 
ficient class  room  as  arranged  for  the  four  classes  conducted.  The  laboratory 
equipment  in  particular  is  not  sufficient  for  the  proper  teaching  of  the  subjects 
of  bacteriology,  histology,  physiology,  chemistry,  and  pathology. 

The  number  of  students  in  each  class  from  the  attached  list  furnished  by 
the  Dean  is  as  follows: 

Freshman 6 

Sophomore 7 

Junior . 4 

Senior 35 

The  tuition  charge  is  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  ($110.00)  per  year  for 
each  student.  The  institution  has  no  other  income.  From  the  above  fifty- 
two  students  the  income  for  the  year  is  $5,720.00  which  would  by  no  means  be 
sufficient  to  employ  four  competent  all-time  instructors  and  provide  other  nec- 
essary expenses  for  operation  of  the  institution  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
necessary  equipment.  However,  we  were  informed  that  the  additional  equip- 
ment is  about  to  be  received.

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A  letter  from  Dr.  M.  \V.  W.  Rcitz  was  read  and  the  Secre- 
tary instructed  to  inform  Dr.  Reitz  that  he  has  our  sympathy 
in  the  matter  but  we  are  wholly  without  power  to  remedy  the 
prevailing  condition. 

A  request  was  presented  from  the  City  Health  Commissioner 
of  Joplin  regarding  vital  statistics  in  that  city.  It  was  decided 
to  await  final  action  upon  the  same  until  some  future  meeting. 

Request  for  reciprocal  license  by  Dr.  H.  D.  Rothgeb  of 
Willow  Springs  was  deferred  until  a  future  meeting. 

Application  received  at  the  examination  of  Dr.  A.  H.  H.  L. 
SchefTsky,  which  had  been  held  up  by  the  Secretary  because 
medical  credits  were  questionable,  by  vote  of  the  Board  was 
ordered  accepted. 

The  preliminary  qualifications  of  Elsa  Lange  Mendosa 
were  presented  with  her  application  for  examination.  By  vote 
of  the  Board,  decision  in  the  same  was  delayed  until  a  future 
meeting. 

Upon  reading  a  communication  from  Surgeon  General 
Blue  in  regard  to  venereal  disease  control  in  this  State,  it  was 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  proper  individual  for  conduct- 
ing the  work  would  be  secured  as  early  as  possible. 

A  request  for  an  oral  examination  by  one  Dr.  V.  DeKorven, 
by  vote  of  the  Board  was  denied. 

Mr.  Meyer  of  Squibbs  and  Son  here  appeared  introducing  a 
proposal  for  furnishing  biologic  products  under  the  State  Board 
of  Health  label  at  reduced  prices  in  this  State.  After  explaining 
the  prices,  methods,  etc.,  they  expected  to  pursue,  Mr.  Meyer 
was  informed  that  the  matter  would  be  taken  up  more  fully  at 
a  future  meeting. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded,  which  carried,  that  the  Presi- 
dent appoint  a  committee  for  the  inspection  of  medical  colleges; 
members  of  which  committee  were  not  named. 

By  vote  of  the  Board,  it  was  decided  to  hold  our  next  meet- 
ing in  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  on  July  8th,  after  which  meeting 
was  adjourned. 

Supplemental  to  above  minutes. — Report  upon  Investiga- 
tion of  the  Prevalence  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Canton,  Missouri. 

May  24,  1918. 
Alissouri  State  Board  of  Health. 
Gentlemen: 

I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  in  which  is  set  forth  the  result  of 
the  analyses  upon  specimens  of  water  taken  while  in  the  city  of  Canton  on  May 
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loth;  my  conclusions  are  drawn  from  analyses  and  observation,  and  suggestions 
for  consideration: 
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Results  from  the  above  specimens  indicate  that  the  Beach  well  at  7th  and 
Bland,  the  natural  ice,  and  Martin's  well  would  be  safe  for  use.  All  other  spec- 
imens show  contamination  with  colon  bacilli  to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  un- 
safe for  drinking  purposes  unless  boiled. 

It  is  evident  that  the  city  water  has  either  not  received  sufficient  treatment 
or  has  been  contaminated  in  the  reservoir  after  being  treated,  which  is  possible 
from  the  fact  that  we  found  open  windows  through  which  great  quantities  of 
dust  was  constantly  blowing  from  a  nearby  street. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  city  is  located  near  the  banks 
of  the  river  and  that  there  is  a  gradual  slope  through  the  town  toward  the  river 
one  would  naturally  expect  surface  drainage  in  that  direction.  We  were  gen- 
erally informed  that  the  town  is  all  underlaid  by  bedrock,  varying  in  depth 
from  twenty  feet  in  the  west  part  of  the  town  to  three  or  four  feet  at  the  river 
bank.  Practically  all  of  the  private  wells  were  dug  to  this  bedrock;  likewise 
many  of  the  abandoned  wells  which  are  now  used  as  cesspools  and  to  this  level 
the  content  of  shallower  cesspools  easily  filters.  It  is  therefore  to  be  seen  that 
the  water  and  sewage  seeks  the  same  level,  and,  considering  the  nature  of  the 
soil  through  which  it  flows,  it  is  a  natural  conclusion  that  sewage  enters 
these  wells.  We  cannot  say  just  what  direction  the  bed  rock  slopes,  inasmuch 
as  a  shallow  cesspool  used  for  catching  salt  water  from  the  ice  cream  factory, 
while  only  five  feet  deep,  caused  the  water  in  a  twelve  foot  dug  well  between 
fifth  and  sixth  on  College  street,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  northwest 
of  the  cesspool,  and  other  wells  in  the  vicinity,  to  become  so  salty  that  the  water 
could  not  be  used.  This  is  a  good  example  of  the  extent  to  which  sewage  may 
flow  underground  and  where  salt  water  has  passed  in  such  quantities  to  be  de- 
tected in  well  water,  it  is  also  most  probable  that  sewage  carrying  virulent  bac- 
teria may  also  flow.  It  is  also  readily  to  be  seen  that  shallow  cesspools  have 
no  advantage  over  the  abandoned  wells  used  for  cesspool  purposes,  unless  the 
same  were  built  of  concrete  and  forming  a  series  of  septic  tanks  which  should  re- 
ceive continuous  treatment  and  which  without  a  doubt,  though  privately 
owned,  are  never  properly  cared  for. 

I  am  informed  that  there  have  existed  approximately  twenty-three  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  during  the  last  year  and  a  half  at  Canton.  In  this  number, 
there  were  at  least  two  deaths,  which  is  the  general  average  of  ten  per  cent  of 
deaths  for  eases  of  typhoid  fever.  History  received  indicates  that  there  has 
been  a  focus  of  infection  kept  alive  for  many  years. 
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We  found  a  ditch  running  through  near  the  center  of  the  town  to  the 
river  which  presented  a  very  stagnant  appearance  and  which  receives  the  over- 
flow from  possibly  a  dozen  or  more  cesspools.  In  this  there  is  sufficient  water 
in  which  small  children  might  play  and  easily  carry  infecting  organisms  to 
other  places.  It  is  also  open  for  flies  and  insects  of  all  kinds  which  might 
carry  bacteria  widespread  into  homes,  upon  food  products,  various  utensils,  etc. 
Upon  visiting  the  public  school  we  found  a  very  insanitary  condition  in  the 
toilet  rooms.  We  can  readily  see  that  the  sj'stem  of  toilets  in  that  place  will  be 
responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  a  poorly  arranged  flushing  system. 
Further,  the  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  located  on  the  school  grounds  which  re- 
ceive this  sewage  show  absolutely  no  treatment  whatever.  The  tanks  are  by 
no  means  of  proper  dimensions  to  perform  the  work  for  w-hich  they  were  in- 
ttndcd  and  the  sewage  passes  out  to  the  surface  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  beyond  the  tanks  which  leaves  an  open  constant  source  of  infection.  My 
information  is  that  a  number  of  those  who  contracted  the  disease  were  students 
who  used  the  school  house  toilet.  The  typhoid  bacilli  being  present  in  the  body 
for  some  time  before  the  patient  is  taken  ill,  there  is  without  question  a  good 
supply  of  the  organisms  in  the  overflow  sewage  from  the  septic  tanks. 

On  our  visit  to  the  dairies  operated  by  Mr.  George  C.  Ousley  and  ZNIr. 
Thomas  O.  Eaton,  southwest  of  the  city,  they  appeared  to  be  in  a  reasonable 
sanitary  condition.  Upon  inquirj^  no  history  of  typhoid  had  existed  at  either 
place  among  the  members  of  the  family  who  personalh'  conducted  the  hand- 
ling of  the  milk  supplies. 

Upon  visiting  the  various  places  in  which  ice  cream  and  frozen  products 
were  manufactured,  some  suggestions  for  improved  conditions  w^ere  advanced. 
At  the  place  operated  by  J.  B.  Stevens  at  the  rear  end  of  the  establishment 
connected  by  an  adjoining  roof  was  found  various  kinds  of  refuse.  Also  just 
through  the  door,  possibly  within  fifteen  or  twenty  feet,  w-as  found  a  verj^  in- 
sanitary surface  toilet.  The  interiors  of  such  buildings  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  frequently  whitewashed  and  well  screened.  Rubbish,  etc.,  should 
be  kept  removed  and  insanitary  toilets  in  such  close  proximity  should  be 
permanently  removed. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  ditch  above  mentioned  should  be  kept  perfectly 
drained.  The  dumping  of  rubbish  should  be  prohibited.  Weeds  and  und  r- 
growth  not  only  along  this  ditch  but  over  the  city  as  well  should  be  kept  cleared 
away,  as  such,  if  allowed  to  remain  along  damp  places,  as  exist  throughout  the 
course  of  this  ditch,  may  cause  the  most  favorite  breeding  place  for  mosquitoes 
which  may  carry  malaria  as  well  as  other  diseases. 

The  reservoir  at  the  water  plant  should  have  the  windows  screened  with 
canvas  to  prevent  accumulation  of  dust  and  regular  anah'ses  should  be  und(  r- 
taken  upon  the  city  water  to  insure  its  safety.  Arrangements  should  be  made 
with  some  one  to  have  such  regular  analyses  done  constantly  in  the  future. 
Records  should  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  plant  showing  the  conditions  of  the 
river  and  amount  of  treatment  necessary,  etc.,  for  daily  use  as  a  guide  in 
the  future. 

The  system  of  toilets  at  the  public  school  should  be  changed  and  the  pres- 
ent septic  tank  system  should  by  all  means  be  enlarged  and  built  to  properly 
take  care  of  the  sewage,  by  regularly  applied  treatment. 

The  rubbish  which  has  accumulated  in  the  alleys  and  numerous  buildings 
should  be  removed  both  from  the  standpoint  of  public  health  and  as  a  means 
of  reducing  the  possibility  of  avoidable  fires  which  are  always  dangerous  to  life. 
Our  conclusions  are  that  first,  all  water  used  for  human  consumption 
should  be  boiled  before  using  until  the  city  water  is  proven  to  be  above  suspicion, 
after  which  as  soon  as  possible  the  city  water  should  be  put  into  use  by  all  resi- 
dents of  the  city.     As  long  as  the  city  water  is  in  use  there  wall  be  cesspools  or 
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abandoned  wells  used  for  that  purpose  which  must  receive  the  waste  from 
lavatories,  etc.  This  sewage  it  will  be  impossible  to  keep  out  of  other  living 
wells  in  the  neighborhood.  It  is  therefore  urged  that  a  city  sewer  system  be 
established.  The  question  of  septic  tanks  if  built  by  individuals  will  ultimately 
be  far  more  expensive  than  a  sewer  system.  It  is  also  very  improbable  that 
such  tanks  would  receive  the  proper  treatment  for  inactivating  the  contents. 
It  is  true  that  a  sewer  system  at  this  time  will  cost  considerably  more  than  at 
any  time  in  the  past  but  the  needs  are  urgent  and  thare  is  small  possibility 
that  it  can  be  at  any  time  built  cheaper  within  the  next  few  years. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  all  dry  closets  be  tightly  enclosed,  preventing 
access  to  flies,  insects,  etc.,  and  that,  if  possible,  boxes  should  be  used  for  re- 
ceiving and  taking  away  night  soil  and  that  a  plentiful  supply  of  lime  or  other 
deodorants  or  disinfectants  be  used  unsparingly. 

The  public  should  be  informed  that  great  care  must  be  taken  in  the  dis- 
posal of  all  body  excretions  from  typhoid  or  other  suspicious  cases.  The  same 
should  be  well  saturated  and  allowed  to  stand  for  several  hours  in  a  solution  of 
carbolic  acid  or  some  such  disinfectant  after  which  it  should  be  buried.  Such 
excreta  when  untreated  and  deposited  out  of  doors  and  in  open  toilets  upon 
which  flies  may  light,  serves  as  a  most  dangerous  source  of  infection. 

Our  visit  to  Stocton-Culver  College  revealed  two  cases  of  smallpox,  one  of 
which  was  convalescent.  These  cases  were  properly  isolated  and  there  seems 
no  further  danger  of  any  spread  of  the  disease. 

While  awaiting  the  suggested  improvements,  the  inhabitants  must  boil  all 
water  consumed  and  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  receiving  immuni- 
zation to  tj'phoid  fever  by  having  their  family  physician  administer  anti-ty- 
phoid vaccine.

Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  July  8,  1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  convened  "in  their  offices  in 
the  State  Capitol  at  JefTerson  City,  Missouri,  at  nine  o'clock 
a.  m.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  all 
members  being  present  except  Dr.  Cotton. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  E.  H.  Bullock,  Health  Commissioner  of 
Kansas  City,  was  read  in  which  he  requested  a  ruling  by  the 
Board  allowing  the  use  of  undergraduates  in  the  capacity  of 
internes  in  the  Kansas  City  General  Hospital.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  inform  him  that  the  question  is  not  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  and  to  so  approve  would  be  to 
exceed  the  limitations  of  the  statutes  governing  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  surgery. 

Correspondence  for  the  information  of  the  Board  was  read 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  St.  Joseph  and  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health. 
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The  Secretary  reported  the  joint  meeting  in  Kansas  City 
on  June  29th,  together  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of 
the  State  of  Kansas  and  the  municipal  authorities  of  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  and  Rosedale,  Kansas, 
at  which  meeting  it  was  decided  to  make  requests,  and  such 
requests  signed  by  these  parties  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 
asking  that  a  Metropolitan  Health  Area  be  established  com- 
posed of  the  three  above  named  cities  and  adjoining  territory 
within  the  radius  of  five  miles,  w^hich  is  to  be  supervised  by  an 
ofTicer  from  the  Public  Health  Service.  The  action  of  the  Secre- 
tary in  the  matter  w^as  approved. 

Names  were  presented  for  appointment  to  conduct  the 
venereal  disease  w^ork  as  provided  for  by  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  in  this  State.  It  was  decided  to  delay 
the  selection  until  a  future  date. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Board  the  following  requirement  is  to  be 
placed  upon  all  applications  for  examination,  the  same  Lo  be 
fully  complied  with  before  application  is  acceptable: 

When  an  applicant  has  attended  one  or  more  years  in  a  medical 
institution  other  than  the  one  from  which  he  graduated,  he  must 
file  with  this  application,  statements  under  seal  from  those  institu- 
tions showing  time  speiit  and  credits  he  received  and  what  would 
have  been  his  class  standing  at  the  succeeding  regular  term  of  study. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  A.  M.  Conway  requesting  reinstate- 
ment was  read.  After  considering  the  merits  of  the  case,  motion 
for  his  reinstatement  was  made  and  carried  and  the  Secretary 
instructed  to  so  inform  Dr.  Conway,  also  to  give  notice  of  same 
to  the  County  Clerk  of  Boone  County. 

The  request  of  Dr.  Marion  F.  Kennedy,  together  with  his 
application  and  petitions,  asking  that  he  be  granted  a  reciprocal 
license,  after  due  consideration,  by  motion,  w^as  denied. 

By  vote  of  the  Board  it  was  decided  that  the  preliminary 
qualifications  of  Dr.  Elsa  Lange  Mendosa  in  her  application  for 
examination  were  acceptable. 

The  proposed  agreement  for  the  distribution  of  biologic 
products  by  Squibbs  and  Sons  was  discussed  and  final  action 
w-as  not  taken. 

The  follow^ing  report  by  the  Secretary  upon  his  investi- 
gation of  the  typhoid  fever  epidemic  at  Brunswick,  Missouri, 
w^as  read  and  approved: 
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June  27,  1918. 
City  Board  of  Health, 
Brunswick,  Missouri, 
Gentlemen: 

I  have  just  completed  analyses  upon  specimens  taken  from  my  recent  visit 
to  your  city,  upon  which,  together  with  the  result  of  my  investigation  and  pre- 
vious analyses,  is  based  the  following  report: 
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In  the  foregoing  the  presence  of  colon  bacilli  or  a  total  bacterial  count  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  indicates  that  the  water  is 
unfit  in  its  present  state  for  drinking  purposes. 

Specimens  numbered  2,  6  and  7  were  taken  from  the  wells  used  largely  by 
the  public  or  at  least  supplying  several  families.  Number  two  is  found  to  be 
located  in  a  low  place  in  such  a  way  that  it  directly  receives  the  drainage  from  an 
open  toilet  approximately  one  hundred  feet  up  hill.  With  such  a  possibility 
of  contamination,  it  should  not  be  used.  Number  6  is  located  where  the  surface 
drainage  from  an  open  toilet  is  accessible.  This  has  in  the  past,  I  am  informed, 
supplied  a  public  eating  stand.  Number  7  is  also  located  in  a  very  undesirable 
place  for  a  living  water  well.  These,  together  with  the  well  at  the  corner  of 
Knight  &  Rueker's  store  and  the  well  in  the  rear  of  the  Cox  Clothing  Com- 
pany, in  each  of  which  there  is  a  possibility  of  being  contaminated  from  the 
sewer  main,  and  from  which  previous  analyses  have  been  proven  to  be  unsafe, 
should  not  be  used. 

In  all  probability  these  public  wells,  together  with  the  city  water  supply,  are 
responsible  for  the  present  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever,  as  are  also  some  of  the 
private  wells  which  are  listed  as  contaminated.  No  water  from  any  of  these 
sources  not  proven  safe  nor  from  the  city  mains  should  be  used  for  drinking, 
for  washing  vegetables  not  to  be  cooked  or  for  bathing  purposes  unless  thor- 
oughly boiled  before  using. 

In  the  city  water  supply  the  intake  is  approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  below  a  sewer  outlet.  The  water  receives  absolutely  no  treatment  and  as 
furnished  to  the  patrons  is  filthy  beyond  imagination.  Inasmuch  as  such  an  in- 
vestigation was  made  just  a  few  years  ago  and  you  were  generally  informed  of 
the  procedure  necessary  for  the  safety  of  your  public  health,  your  municipal 
government  and  the  public  appear  to  be  directly  responsible  for  the  present 
epidemic,  as  it  lies  within  your  power  to  enforce  the  necessary  improvements. 
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On  June  22nfl  tlure  Avoro  approximately  two  hundred  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  in  and  around  the  eity  and  I  believe  then;  have  been  five  deaths,  which 
number  will  be  greatly  swelled  as  the  disease  develops.  The  financial  loss 

'alone  to  the  households  in  which  these  cases  occur  is  enormous  and  the  neces- 
sary improvements  for  their  prevention  would  have  cost  not  more  than  half 
the  sum. 

My  conclusions  are  that  all  water  used  for  drinking  or  used  for  preparing 
any  food  which  is  not  boiled,  with  food,  or  even  for  bathing  purposes,  should  be 
thoroughly  boiled  before  using.  This  should  be  continued  indefinitely,  or  until 
the  proper  treatment  is  applied  to  the  city  water  and  it  is.  put  in  general  use. 

Every  individual  is  urged  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by 
vaccination  against  typhoid  fever,  as  the  infective  material  will  be  present  in  the 
community  for  many  months  after  the  disappearance  of  the  last  case  of  the  dis- 
ease, thereby  allowing  the  possibility  of  a  recurrence  at  a  future  date. 

The  city  water  must  receive  treatment  to  make  it  safe,  the  intake  to  be  ex- 
tended above  the  sewer  outlet.  Until  such  is  done,  its  use  must  be  prohibited. 
Unsafe  wells  are  to  be  condemned.  When  the  city  water  is  improved,  it  should 
be  put  in  use  in  every  household.  Ordinances  should  be  enforced  requiring  all 
cesspools,  etc.,  to  be  connected  with  the  citj''  sewer.  Any  necessary  outdoor 
toilets  should  receive  constant  supervision  by  the  city  board  of  health.  Liber- 
al supplies  of  disinfectants  should  be  used  at  all  times.  All  such  buildings 
should  be  made  tight,  dark  and  fly-proof.  The  contents  must  be  regularly  re- 
moved. 

Our  visit  to  a  local  dairy  revealed  conditions  which  must  be  remedied. 
A  copy  of  the  letter  which  I  am  writing  the  owner  of  the  dairy  you  will  find  en- 
closed herewith. 

In  general  there  should  be  a  vigorous  Clean-Up  Campaign  enforced.  It 
was  noticed  that  much  rubbish  and  refuse  had  accumulated  in  many  places 
along  your  streets  and  alleys.  Such  conditions,  together  with  unkept  barns, 
etc.,  furnish  an  ideal  breeding  place  for  flies,  which,  together  with  water,  are  the 
most  active  agents  in  transmitting  the  disease. 

Until  the  above  improvements  are  made,  it  cannot  be  hoped  that  your 
present  condition  will  be  remedied.  Will  you  kindly  let  me  have  regular  re- 
ports of  your  progress  in  that  direction?

After  thorough  consideration  of  the  merits  of  the  St.  Louis 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  which  includes  the  report 
of  inspection  made  April  11th  by  members  of  the  Board,  the 
report  of  which  was  accepted  by  the  Board  in  session  June 
19th,  the  showing  made  by  its  graduates  at  examination,  and 
reviewing  evidence  received  concerning  the  qualifications  of 
students  accepted  into  that  institution,  a  motion  was  made 
and  carried  by  a  unanimous  vote  that  recognition  of  the  St. 
LoTiis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  be  withdrawn  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  from  this  date  an  unrecognized  medical  college 
by  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Secretary  is 
instructed  to  so  notify  the  Dean  of  that  Institution. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  examination  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  September  30th,  Oct.  1st  and  2nd. 


Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  July  17,  1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  response  to  a  call  meeting 
in  their  offices  in  the  State  capitol  on  July  16th.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  Ferguson.  Other 
members  present  were  Drs.  Clark,  North  and  Jones. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  not  read. 

In  a  body  the  Board  appeared  before  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission for  a  scheduled  hearing  upon  the  accomplishments 
and  needs  of  the  Department.  After  the  hearing  they  returned 
to  the  Board  room  and  a  general  discussion  ensued  concerning 
the  welfare  of  the  Department. 

A  letter  was  read  from  a  representative  of  Parke,  Davis 
&  Company  concerning  the  distribution  of  biologic  products 
throughout  the  state  at  reduced  prices  under  the  State  Board  of 
Health  label.  Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  we  reply  in- 
viting the  proposed  agreement  and  considering  the  constant 
advance  in  prices  of  such  products,  the  best  prices  submitted 
by  competitive  proposal,  all  other  conditions  being  equal,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  on  behalf  of  the  Board  to  sign  the 
articles  of  agreement. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  V.  W.  Sayers  who  failed  upon  examination 
was  read  and  the  decision  of  the  Board  was  that  no  change  could 
be  made  in  his  behalf. 
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Dr.  W.  T.  Taylor  of  St.  Louis  was  recommended  to  the 
Board  as  the  proper  individual  to  conduct  the  venereal-disease 
campaign  in  this  state,  which  is  to  be  instituted  conjointly  be- 
tween the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  Upon  vote  of  the  Board  it  was  decided  that 
Dr.  Taylor  should  receive  the  appointment.  He,  being  present, 
was  then  called  before  the  Board  and  informed  of  his  appoint- 
ment and  conditions  of  the  same,  the  salary  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  (S125.00)  per  month  and 
traveling  expenses  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(S175.00)  per  month,  after  which  he  signified  his  intention  of 
actively  taking  up  the  work  as  early  as  possible. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Hon.  James  M.  Rollins, 
attorney  for  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
which  related  explicitly  to  the  withdrawal  of  recognition  of 
that  Institution  by  this  Board.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  consult  the  Attorney  General  upon  the  subject  before  re- 
plying. 

It  was  decided  by  vote  of  the  Board  to  hold  the  examina- 
tion on  September  30th,  October  1st  and  2nd  at  the  Coates 
House,  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

The  meeting  adjourned. 


September   30,    1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  at  the  Coates  House,  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  to  conduct  a  written  examination  for  licensure. 

Twenty-five  applicants  wrote  the  medical  examination 
and  one  applicant  wrote  the  examination  for  midwifery. 

The  session  was  uneventful  except  on  the  first  day  members 
of  the  Board  were  served  with  mandamus  proceedings  in  behalf 
of  Dr.  Mary  Lower. 


October  2,    1918. 

The  business  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  to  order 
by  Vice-President  Dr.  Clark.  Other  members  present  were 
Drs.  McAlester,  Wilcoxen  and  Jones,  Dr.  McAlester  having  been 
appointed  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Ferguson, 
resigned. 

Upon  motion  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  July  8th  and  16th 
together  with  the  Secretary's  report  upon  investigation,  was 
postponed  until  the  next  meeting. 

Requests  were  presented  from  the  Kansas  City  University 
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of  Physicians  and  Siir£jeons  and  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  for  the  inspection  of  their  respective  Institu- 
tions. It  was  decided  to  make  arrangements  foi-  the  same  at  our 
next  meeting  in  Jefferson  City. 

Applications  which  had  been  received  by  the  Secretary  for 
the  places  in  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  w^ork  were 
presented,  but  it  was  decided  to  take  no  definite  action  in  the 
matter  at  this  time. 

The  Board  approved  the  action  of  the  Secretary  in  his 
correspondence  with  Prof.  \V.  P.  Sachs  in  response  to  his  letters 
of  August  30th  and  September  2nd. 

Public  Health  work  and  legislation  was  briefly  discussed 
by  the  members  present. 

Later  Dr.  McKenzie,  President  of  the  Kansas  City  Univer- 
sity of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  appeared  before  the  Board 
accompanied  by  Dr.  Grindell  and  explained  at  length  the  course 
being  pursued  in  the  establishment  of  the  new  Institution. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  one  of  the  members 
attend  the  American  Public  Health  Association  in  Chicago 
from  October  14th-17th. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  offices  at  Jefferson 
Citv  on  October  16th. 


Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  October  16,  1918. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  their  offices  at  the  State 
House  on  October  16th.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
Vice-President  Clark.  Other  members  present  were  Drs.  Mc- 
Alester,  Son,  North  and  Jones. 

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  July  8th,  July  16th  and 
September  30th  were  read  and  approved. 

There  being  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  President  of  the 
Board,  owing  to  the  recent  resignation  of  the  former  President, 
Dr.  W.  J.  Ferguson,  who  has  accepted  a  commission  in  the 
army,  nominations  were  declared  in  order.  Dr.  W.  A.  Clark  was 
nominated.  There  being  no  other  nominations,  a  motion  was 
made  and  carried  that  the  Secretary  cast  a  ballot  as  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board  and  Dr.  Clark  was  declared  elected. 

A  vacancy  thereby  occurred  in  the  office  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Dr.A.  W,  McAlester  was  nominated.  No  other  nomina- 
tions being  made,  upon  a  vote,  Dr.  McAlesterwas  declared  electe'd. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Freudenberger  of  Clarksburg,  Missouri,  appeared 
and  requested  a  written  examination  for  licensure.     He,  having 
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a  license  under  the  old  law  by  registration  of  diploma,  it  was 
decided  by  unanimous  vote  that  he  be  given  a  written  examina- 
tion to  be  conducted  by  Dr.  Clark. 

A  petition  from  Dr.  Gust  T.  Wieland  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
was  read,  asking  that  the  suspension  of  his  license  by  this  Board 
be  annulled.     Upon  motion  it  was  denied. 

The  case  of  Dr.  H.  D.  Rothgeb  was  taken  up  and  the 
Secretary  instructed  to  inform  him  in  response  to  his  request 
for  a  reciprocal  license,  that  the  same  could  not  be  granted, 
but  that  if  his  credentials  met  with  the  requirements,  he  would 
be  eligible  for  an  examination. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  Surgeon  General 
Blue  on  October  6,  1918: 

State  Health   Officer.  Washington,  October  6,  1918. 

Jefferson  City,  Mo. : 

Reports  received  by  this  bureau  show  that  epidemic  influenza  continues  to 
extend.  Am  suggesting  therefore  to  all  state  health  authorities  advisability 
discontinuing  all  public  meetings,  closing  all  schools  and  places  public  amuse- 
ment as  done  in  other  states  on  appearance  local  outbreaks.  Also  if  already 
not  done  please  make  disease  reportable;  request  that  you  communicate  this 
suggestion  to  local  health  authorities  in  your  state.  Please  inform  me  action 
taken.  BLUE. 

Upon   receipt   of  the   above   message,   the   following  letter 
"was  written  to   the   Governor,   requesting   action  to  check  the 
epidemic  of  influenza: 

October  8,  1918. 
Hon.  Frederick  D.  Gardner, 
Governor  State  of  Missouri, 

Jefferson  City,  Mo. : 
Dear  Governor  Gardner: 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  facts  obtained  concerning  the 
prevailing  epidemic  of  influenza  within  our  State. 

The  disease,  which,  with  its  complications,  is  resulting  in  many  deaths,  has 
made  its  appearance  in  every  section  of  the  State,  particularly  in  the  larger 
cities,  where  it  has  become  necessary  to  resort  to  every  possible  pi-eeaution 
for  the  prevention  of  communicable  diseases. 

In  many  of  these  places,  public  gatherings  of  all  kinds  have  been  prohibited 
and  the  schools  and  places  of  public  amusement  closed. 

Whereas  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  is  a  menace  to  the  public  health  and 
prevents  the  induction  of  men  into  the  army  service,  it  creates  an  emergency 
so  recognized  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Ser- 
vice, whose  message  to  this  Department  advises  that  upon  appearance  of  the 
disease  all  public  assemblages  be  stopped. 

Therefore,  after  consultation  of  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  it 
is  deemed  wise  to  present  to  you  the  summary  of  existing  conditions,  and  ask 
th&,t  you  as  Governor  of  the  State  issue  a  proclamation  in  the  premises  whereby 
the  best  interest  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  maintained  and  the  public  gen- 
erally informed.

All  ])iil)li('  pathcrinfis,  oonvontions,  fairs,  etc.,  should  be  dispensed  with,  and 
the  schools  should  he  closed  u])on  the  first  appearance  of  the  disease  in  the  com- 
munity. No  travelinjj  should  be  done  except  of  dire  necessity.  Local  ordi- 
nances for  protection  of  public  health  should  be  strictly  enforced.  Street  cars 
should  be  run  'with  open  windows,  frequently  disinfected  and  floors  scrubbed. 
Likewise,  perfect  ventilation  should  be  maintained  in  factories,  business  houses 
and  homes. 

The  public  is  to  be  advised  that  the  disease  is  contracted  through  the  nasal 
passages,  therefore  the  necessity  to  cover  every  cough  or  sneeze,  and  as  the  best 
means  of  prevention  to  live  as  much  as  possible  in  the  fresh  air,  eat  wholesome 
food,  use  antiseptic  gargles  and  sprays. 

When  the  following  symptoms  appear,  take  no  chances.  Take  to  bed  and 
call  a  physician,  whose  instructions  should  be  closely  followed. 

Symptoms:  A  cold  with  excessive  nasal  secretions,  sudden  feeling  of  ill- 
ness, pain  in  the  eyes,  ears,  head  and  back,  or  body  and  limbs  ache,  dizziness, 
vomiting,  rise  of  temperature  or  chill. 

Pneumonia  is  a  most  prevalent  and  fatal  complication.  It  is  also  a  com- 
municable disease.  In  ease  of  death  from  this  as  in  other  communicable  dis- 
eases, public  funerals  or  open  caskets  should  not  be  allowed.

The  Secretary's  letter  to  the  Governor  received  the  formal 
approval  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolution  was  regularly  adopted: 

Resolved  that  the  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health  as 
designated  by  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  shall  include  in- 
fluenza and  its  complicating  pneumonias.  In  case  of  death  from  the 
same,  the  rules  governing  the  burial  of  bodies  dying  of  infectious, 
contagious  or  communicable  disease  shall  apply. 

A  motion  was  made  and  duly  carried  that  the  President 
appoint  a  Legislative  Committee  and  one  for  Medical  Schools 
Inspection. 

The  Legislative  Committee  is  as  follows:

The  following  reports  by  the  Secretary  were  read  and 
approved: 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
Gentlemen: 

On  August  15th  I  proceeded  to  Joplin  in  response  to  a  call  from  Capt. 
Knowlton  of  the  United  States  Army,  where  we  took  up  the  matter  with  local 
authorities,  endeavoring  to  create  a  Public  Health  Area,  which  would  in- 
clude the  corner  counties  of  the  States  of  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Oklahoma. 
It  is  intended  to  place  a  representative  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Ser- 
vice in  charge  of  this  district,  funds  for  the  work  to  be  supplied  by  the  counties 
and  cities  included  in  the  area.      An  application  has  since  been  made  to  the 
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Surgeon  General  from  this  office,  together  with  applications  from  the  Health 
Commissioners  of  Kansas  and  Oklahoma  for  a  man  to  take  charge  of  the  work. 

This  Area  embraces  the  great  lead  and  zinc  mining  district  which  is  pro- 
fusely populated,  and  in  which  sanitary  conditions  are  extrernely  bad.  The 
fact  that  it  lies  in  each  of  the  three  States  and  the  citizens  are  constantly  pass- 
ing across  the  State  line,  it  is  impossible  for  the  authorities  in  any  of  the  States 
to  properly  control  the  situation.

To  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
Gentlemen: 

At  the  request  of  the  city  physician  of  Sedalia  I  visited  that  eitj'  on  Sep- 
tember 10th  and  secured  specimens  from  a  case  of  suspected  leprosy.  Upon 
examination  the  same  were  found  to  be  positive.  Instructions  were  given  to 
the  city  officials  as  to  what  procedure  to  take. 

I  at  once  corresponded  with  the  city  officials  of  St.  Louis  and  secured  per- 
mission to  isolate  the  case  at  their  leper  colony  at  that  place.  However,  I  was 
was  soon  informed  by  the  officials  at  Sedalia  that  the  patient  had  been  allow- 
ed to  escape  and  that  his  whereabouts  are  at  present  unknown.

To  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health, 
Gentlemen: 

Surgeon  General  Blue  requested  that  we  make  an  investigation  of  sanitary 
conditions  at  Marceline,  Missouri.  The  same  had  been  reported  as  a  menace 
to  troops  passing  through  the  city. 

Investigation  of  their  local  conditions  on  September  17th  proved  that  their 
city  water  supply  was  very  low.  Otherwise,  sanitary  conditions  so  far  as  could 
be  observed  were  found  to  be  equal  to  the  ordinary  town  of  the  same  size,  and 
there  is  no  apparent  danger  to  passing  troops.

VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1917. 

For  year  ending  December  31,  1917,  there  was  reported 
by  the  local  registrars  throughout  the  State  a  total  of  45,564 
deaths  and  67,041  births. 

The  death  rate  for  the  State  in  this  period  was  13.08  per  1,000 
population  and  the  birth  rate  was  20.03  per  1,000  population. 

Registration  of  Stillbirths. 

On  another  page  in  this  report  will  be  found  tables  giving 
in  detail  statistical  information  pertaining  to  these  events. 

Stillbirths  are  not  included  with  either  births  or  deaths 
in  the  compilation  of  statistics,  but  in  all  instances  are  excluded 
and  compiled  under  separate  and  distinct  heading. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  was  reported  by  the  local  registrars  throughout  the 
State  a  total  of  4,413  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  one 
year  of  age,  or  9.68  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  and 
a  rate  of  133.99  per  100,000  population. 

Congenital  malformation  caused  404  deaths,  or  12.26  infants 
out  of  every  100,000  population  died  of  this  disease. 

Congenital  debility  (icterus,  scleroma,  etc.)  claimed  1,623 
a  death  rate  of  49.28  per  100,000  population,  while  other  diseases 
of  early  infancy  resulted  in  226  deaths,  a  rate  of  6.86  per  100,000 
population. 

There  were  4,843  deaths  between  the  ages  of  one  and  four 
years,  a  per  cent  of  10.62  of  all  deaths  during  the  year,  or  a  rate 
of  148.05  per  100,000  population. 
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Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (Under  Two  Years  of  Age). 

The  above  terms  for  statistical  purposes  include  cholera 
infantum,  gastro-enteritis,  milk  infection,  intestinal  toxaemia, 
etc.  During  the  year  1917  returns  to  the  Central  Bureau  num- 
bered 1,560  showing  the  above  as  the  cause  of  death  of  children 
under  two  years  of  age.  This  is  a  death  rate  of  47.36  per  100,000 
population. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Typhoid  fever  caused  622  deaths  in  the  State  during  the 
year  1917,  or,  in  other  terms,  18.88  persons  out  of  every  100,000 
population  died  of  this  disease. 

Diphtheria  and    Croup. 

There  were  541  deaths  from  diphtheria  and  croup  in  1917, 
the  death  rate  being  16.42  per  100,000  population. 

Influen7a. 

To  influenza  was  charged  the  cause  of  390  deaths  during 
the  year  1917.  This  is  a  death  rate  of  11.84  per  100,000  popula- 
tion. 

Tuberculosis — All   Forms. 

Four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  deaths  from 
this  disease  were  recorded  as  having  occurred  in  the  State  during 
the  year  1917,  a  death  rate  of  148.45  per  100,000  population. 

Measles. 

For  the  year  1917,  170  deaths  due  to  measles  were  re- 
ported to  the  Central  Bureau,  the  death  rate  being  5.16  per 
100,000  population. 

Scarlet    Fever. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  deaths  were  caused  by  scarlet  fever 
during  the  year  1917,  the  death  rate  being  3.58  per  1000,000  popu- 
lation. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  cough  caused,  during  the  year  1917,  133  deaths, 
a  rate  of  4.03  per  100,000  population. 
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Pellagra. 

There  were  registered  in  the  Central  Bureau  for  1917,  60 
deaths  as  due  to  the  above  title,  a  death  rate  of  1.80  per  100,000 
population. 

Cancer. 

Cancer  caused  2,420  deaths  in  the  State  during  1917,  a  rate 
of  73.48  per  100,000  population. 

Acute    Anterior    Poliomyelitis — Infantile    Paralysis. 

Thirty-seven  deaths  occurred  in  the  State  in  1917,  from 
this  disease,  or,  in  other  words,  a  death  rate  of  1.12  per  100,000 
population. 

Organic  Diseases  of  the  Heart. 

Under  the  above  title  all  organic  diseases  of  the  heart  are 
included  (chronic,  valvular  diseases,  myocarditis,  etc.).  There 
were  returned  to  this  office  3,721  death  certificates  on  which 
the  various  organic  diseases  of  the  heart  were  given  as  a  cause 
of  death,  this  being  a  death  rate  of  112.98  per  100,000  popula- 
tion. 

From  "other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system"  (pericardi- 
tis, chronic  endocarditis,  diseases  of  the  arteries,  etc.)  2,289 
deaths  resulted,  being  a  death  rate  of  69.50  per  100,000  popula- 
tion. 

This  last  given  rate,  added  to  the  above  rate  112.98  per 
100,000  population,  which  was  the  per  cent  of  those  dying 
from  organic  heart  disease,  shows  that  all  "diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system"  was  responsible  for,  6,010  deaths,  or  a  death 
rate  of  182.48  per  100,000  population. 

Pneumonia — All  Forms. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms)  resulted  in  6,779  deaths  during 
the  year  1917,  a  rate  of  205.83  per  100,000  population. 

Of  the  6,779  deaths  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  which 
occurred  in  Missouri  during  the  year  1917,  4,104  of  this  number 
were  due  to  lobar  and  undefined  pneumonia,  a  rate  of  124.61  per 
100,000  population.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  broncho- 
pneumonia was  2,675,  or  a  rate  of  81.22. 
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Nephritis. 

During  the  year  1917,  565  deaths  were  returned  as  due 
to  acute  nephritis,  a  death  rate  of  17.15  per  100,000  popula- 
tion. During  the  same  period,  there  were  returned  3,052  cer- 
tificates on  which  the  cause  of  death  was  assigned  as  chronic 
nephritis,  being  a  rate  of  92.67  per  100,000  population. 
The  sum  total  of  deaths  returned  as  due  to  forms  of  nephritis 
was  3,617,  a  rate  of  109.82  per  100,000  population. 

Suicides. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-three  deaths  due  to  suicide  oc- 
curred in  the  State  in  1917,  this  being  a  death  rate  of  16.07  per 
100,000  population. 

Of  the  553  suicides  occurring  in  this  period,  175  were  caused 
by  poison,  216  by  firearms,  61  by  hanging,  while  the  remaining 
101  were  caused  by  various  other  means. 

Accidents. 

Accidents  were  responsible  for  2,042  deaths  in  the  State 
during  1917,  a  death  rate  of  62.00  per  100,000  population. 
Death  by  traumatism  from  railroad,  279;  street  cars,  52;  auto- 
mobiles 176;  traumatism  by  fall,  443;  burns,  195  (conflagration 
excepted);  accidental  drowning,  138;  accidental  poisoning,  76; 
traumatism  by  fire  arms,  99;  inhalation  of  deleterious  gases,  43; 
traumatism  by  animals,  81;  traumatism  in  mines  and  quarries, 
87;  traumatism  by  machinery,  47. 

The  accidents  causing  the  remaining  326  deaths  are  shown 
by  table  Xo.  2  of  this  report. 

Homicides. 

Homicides  numbered  412  in  the  State  in  1917,  a  death  rate 
from  this  cause  of  12.51  per  100,000  population. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the  412  murders  were 
caused  by  firearms,  thus  emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  law 
governing  the  carrying  of  "concealed  weapons"  is  disregarded  by 
many  and  further  showing  the  truth  as  to  the  ease  with  which 
people  may  come  into  possession  of  these  deadly  instruments.

Typhoid  fever  caused  530  deaths  in  the  state  during  the 
year  1918,  or,  in  other  terms,  1(3.09  persons  out  of  every  100,000 
population  died  of  this  disease.

From  "other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system"  (Pericardi- 
tis, chronic  endocarditis,  diseases  of  the  arteries,  etc.)  2,030 
deaths  resulted,  being  a  death  rate  of  61.63  per  100,000  popula- 
tion. 

This  last  given  rate,  added  to  the  above  rate,  116.90  per 
100,000  population,  which  was  the  per  cent  of  those  dying  from 
organic  heart  disease,  shows  that  all  "diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system"  was  responsible  for  5,880  deaths,  or  a  death  rate  of  178.53 
per  100,000  population. 

Pneumonia — All  Forms. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms;  resulted  in  7,337  deaths  during  the 
year  1918,  a  rate  of  222.78  per  100,000  population. 

Of  the  7,337  deaths  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  which 
occurred  in  Missouri  during  the  year  1918,  4,531  of  this  number 
were  due  to  lobar  and  undefined  pneumonia,  a  rate  of  137.58  per 
100,000  population.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  broncho- 
pneumonia was  2,806  or  a  rate  of  85.20. 

Nephritis. 

During  the  year  1918    476  deaths  were  returned  as  due  to 
acute  nephritis,  a  death  rate  of  14.45  per  100,000  population. 
During  the  same  period,  there   were    returned    2,727    cer- 
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tificates  on  which  the  cause  of  death  was  assigned  as  chronic 
nephritis,  being  a  rate  of  82.80  per  100,000  population.  The  sum^ 
total  of  deaths  returned  as  due  to  forms  of  nephritis  was,  3,203, 
a  rate  of  97.25  per  100,000  population. 

Suicides. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-one  deaths  due  to  suicide  oc- 
curred in  the  state  in  1918,  this  being  a  death  rate  of  12.79  per 
100,000  population. 

Of  the  421  suicides  occurring  in  this  period,  112  were  caused 
by  poison,  175  by  firearms,  48  by  hanging,  while  the  remaining 
66  were  caused  by  various  other  means. 

Accidents. 

Accidents  were  responsible  for  1,890  deaths  in  the  state 
during  1918,  a  death  rate  of  57.38  per  100,000  population. 
Death  by  traumatism  from  railroad,  237;  street  cars,  59;  auto- 
mobiles, 185;  traumatism  by  fall,  369;  burns,  173  (conflagra- 
tion excepted);  accidental  drowning,  105;  traumatism  by  fire- 
arms, 75;  inhalation  of  deleterious  gases,  63;  traumatism  by 
animals,  91;  traumatism  in  mines  and  quarries,  48;  traumatism 
by  machinery,  67;  accidental  poisning,  70. 

The  accidents  causing  the  remaining  338  deaths  are  shown  in 
Table  No.  124  of  this  report. 

Homicides. 

Homicides  numbered  341  in  the  state  in  1918,  a  death  rate 
from  this  cause  of  10.35  per  100,000  population. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  341  murders  were  caused 
by  firearms,  thus  emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  law  governing 
the  carrying  of  "concealed  weapons"  is  disregarded  by  many  and 
further  showing  the  truth  as  to  the  ease  with  which  people  may 
come  into  possession  of  these  deadly  weapons. 

Tuberculosis  and  Influenza. 

Influenza  greatly  reduces  one's  physical  vitality  and  is 
frequently  followed  by  other  sickness,  especially  pneumonia, 
which  still  further  reduces  one's  resistance  to  disease. 

Such  lowered  resistance  opens  the  way  for  active  tuber- 
culosis, which  is  a  disease  of  the  weakened. 
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Most  people  are  infected  with  the  germ  of  tuberculosis  in 
childhood.  Provided  one's  general  health  remains  good,  such 
infection  may  never  develop  into  active  disease.  In  fact,  the 
person  appears  to  be  entirely  well,  but  when  the  body  vitality 
is  lowered  by  a  sickness  such  as  influenza  or  pneumonia,  the 
tuberculosis  germs  may  launch  a  sudden  attack  and  make  rapid 
headway. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  precautions  against  taking 
and  spreading  influenza  are  in  practically  every  case  identical 
with  the  precautions  against  taking  or  spreading  tuberculosis. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  recall  that  many  more  people  die 
each  year  from  tuberculosis  than  from  influenza. 

If  tuberculosis  were  kind  enough  to  occur  with  sudden 
onset  and  last  but  a  short  time,  as  is  the  case  with  influenza, 
the  public  would  be  awake  each  day  to  the  need  of  precautions 
as  outlined  in  this  bulletin. 

Tuberculosis  is  much  more  terrible  in  its  history  than  is 
influenza.  Are  the  American  people  so  much  of  the  ostrich 
type  that  they  refuse  to  adopt  these  precautions  merely  because 
they  do  not  see  the  results  quite  as  soon  as  in  the  case  with  the 
influenza  epidemic? — Arizona  Bulletin.
